MICHIGAN. 
THE REPUBLICAN STATE CONVENTION. 

KALAMAZOO, Mich., Aug. 30.—The Republican 
Stute Convention assembled this afternoon. The 
Hon. T. W. Palmer, of Detroit, was chosen per- 
manent Chairman. Gov. David H. Jerome was 
renominated, receiving 561 out of a totai of 692 
votes, and was declared the unanimous nominee. 
The present Lieutenant-Governor, Moreau 8. 
Crosby, of Grand Kapids, was renominated by 
acclamation. The balance of the ticket was 
nominated ag follows: Secretary of State, 
Harry A. Conant, of Monroe; State Tresurer, 
Edward H. Butler, of Detroit: Commissioner of 
the State Land Office, Capt. Miner S. Newell, of 
Flint; Auditor-General, W. C. Stevens, of losco; 
Attorney-General, J. J. Van Riper, of Van Bu- 
ren; Superintendent of Pubiic Instruction, 
Varnum B.Coecnran, of Marquette; member „ot 
the State Board of Educauon, Bela W. Jenks, of 
St. Clair. 

Following is the platform: 

I. The Republican party of the State of Mich- 
igan, assembled in convention for the first time 
since the tragic death of James A. UVartield, our 
beloved leader and revered Chief Magistrate, 
grateful for the inspirme lessons of his life and 
the example of his heroic death, record, first of 
all, our profound sorrow at his loss and 
our veveration for his memory, and, next, 
our strengthened abiding. faith in the stability 
of Republican institutions, 
solve that Government of the people, by the 
people, and for the people shall not perish from 
the earth. 

2. Chester A. Arthur, called to the place of 
power under the most trying and delicate cir- 
cumstances, bas proved himself worthy of the 
high trust reposed in him. He has given to the 
country an Administration conservative, patri- 
otic, and progressive. The Republicans of Mich- 
igam exteud to him their contidence for the fut- 
ure, based upon the record of the past. 

. The Republicans of Michigan once more de- 
clare their devotion to the time-honored and 
fundamental principies of the National Repub- 
lican party—liberty for all men, equality before 
the Jaw, perpetual unton of the States, suprem- 
acy of the Nation, and the inalienable right of 
every citizen on every footof American soil to 
cast his bailot according to nis sovereign will, 
and to have such ballots and only such honestly 
counted and truly returned, to constitute the 
Voice of the people,“ which is the voice of 
God. ‘ 

4. From its organization until now the Repub- 
lican party has denounced slavery and polygamy 
as the “twin relics of barvarism.”’ The tirst per- 
ished at the hauds of the Republican party, shot 
to death on Dattlefieids, and buried in the amend- 
ments to the Constituuon. The second disgrace 
of our civiligation and our century must die. 
We demand that polygamy be destroyed. We 
cordially commend the efforts of our Senators 
and Represegtatives in Congress to that end. 

5. Whatever may be our individual views as to 
the ultimate ideal system of international trade, 
we are all &greed that the public debt must be 
paid, the pensions of the Nation's defenders and 
their widows and orphans sacredly guarded, and 
the current expenses of the Government duly 
provided for; that revenues necessary for these 
purposes must,in large part, be derived from 
duties upon imports, and we aflirm that, in the 
adjustment of these duties in any revision of 
the tariff, care should be taken to relieve from 
taxation so far as practicabie the necessities of 
the poor, especially such as do not come into 
competition with American production, and at 
the sume time to afford incidental protection 
to American producers, to the end that wages 
may be maintained at the American standard 
and America control the American markets, 

6. We believe that the time has come when 
the public debt and rate of interest upon public 
securities bave been so far reduced that our 
National legislators should consider as an im- 
mediate duty a reduction of the burdens of tax- 
ation, and as auxiliary thereto a revision of the 
tariff. 

7. We believe in a rational civil service, which 
does not create the official class a separate cast, 
nor take away from. the citizen the inspiration 
of participating in the administration of the 
Government, yet which requires that offices 
shall be regarded as trusts to be administered 
with intelligence, fidelity, and economy, and not 
as spoils to be distributed as personal perquisits 
of political managers. 

8. In the administration, State an 
demand efficiency, integrity, an 
unfaithful officers be remove 
that the public faith and cre 
aud the people be provided 
medium safe, unifori sonstitutional; that 
monopclies dan liberties of the 
people and the purity of the laws be disfavored, 
and that the purity of the ballot be sacredly pro- 
tected. 

9. It is the fundamental right of the people to 
alter, from time to time, the organic law of the 
State, as new circumstances or growing evils 
may require, laying its foundation on such prin- 
ciples and organizing its powers in such form as 
to them sbali seem most likely to effect their 
safety and huppiness. The evils of intemper- 
ance bave become so great that, in the name of 

atriotism, the most ellicient measures ought to 

e taken toreduce those evils to a minimum, 
and, as the members of no political party are 
wholly agreed as to whether this can be best 
done through prohibition or the regulation of 
the truflic in taxing liquors, and as the people are 
and ought to be the final arbitrators of 
this question, and as more than 100,000 among 
the moral and intelligent people of the State 
have asked that the question be put to the peo- 
ple by submission to them of a prohibitory con- 
stitutional amendment, we declare that we be- 
lieve that it would be wise and patriotic for the 
next Legislature to submit such an amendment 
to a direct vote of the people, and we demand 
that it be so submitted. 

10. The Republicans of Michigdn demanda full 
legisiative investigation of the transportation 
question, with a view to securing such lexisia- 
tive enactments as will prevent unjust dis- 
crimivation in rates by railroad lines operating 
in the State. 

il. During the twenty-eight years which the 
affairs of the State have been asgiministered by 
the Republican party, they have been conducted 
in a manner to challenge the approval of all 
citizens. Efficiency, integrity, and economy 
have been the stancards of service. The pros- 
perity of the State bas been constant and in- 
cieasing. The population has augmented from 
500.000 to 1. 700. % Wealth and production have 
increased in a greater ratio. Unfortunates bave 
been cared for, education fostered, the public 
debt has been substantially canceied, the credit 
of the State cleansed from the stain of Demo- 
cratic repudiation, and raised to the highest 
point, while in the great struggle for liberty and 
union Michigan bas been secoud to none of ber 
ister states. 

: 12. The Administration of David H. Jerome 
nas been characterized by the Republican 
standard of excellence, and has flily contioued 
the long roll of Kepubiican Administrations 
which have reflected honor upon the State of 
Michigan. 

13. We arraign the Democratic party as the 
same incapable Hout bon party it has ever been. 
Passing over its shameful record before, during, 
and after the Civil War, its recent history proves 
that it has neither repented nor reformed. Dur- 
ing the six years of its supremacy in Congress it 
sbowed itself incapable of a single great meas- 
ure of tegisiative or administrative reform. 
Neither the tariff. the currency, the revenue, the 
civil service, the army, the Indian policy, or any 
otber great interest received improvement at 
its hands. They continea their efforts at reform 
to turning out Union soldiers to make room for 
Rebels, to @surping Executive prerogatives, re- 
fusing thd necessary appropriations, and ob- 
structing the administration of the laws. At 
the last C ressional election they stole pumer- 
ous seats the House of Representatives by 
the fraud of tissue bailots and false counting, 
and, as a party, indorsed the fraud by keeping 
the stolen seats after the fraud was made ciear. 
They obstfucted legislation against polygamy,

tion. By their whole history they prove their 
incapacity for the leadership of a great people. 

14. We denounce the recent amalyamation of 
the Democrats and. Greenbackers as the most 
shameless political bargain and sale in the bis- 
tory of Michigan politics. It conciusively 
proves that they have no principles that they 
are not ready to barter for the spoils of office. 
We cordiaily invite all citizens, of whatever 

arty heretofore, who value principle, who ob- 
Jeet to being bargained and sold like sheep, and 
who are in substantial accord with the forego- 
ing declaration of principles, to codperate with 
us in putting the brand of disapproval upon 
politicai prostitution. ;

INDIANA. 
SENATOR HARRISON’S SPEECIL LAST NIGHT 
AT INDIANAPOLIS, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 30.—A rain-storm inter- 
fered with the attendance upon the opening 
meeting of the Republican campaign tonight, 
but, despite this, the opera-bcuse was filled by a 
large audience. It was a most complimentary 
gathering, in view of the weather, and decidedly 
enthusiastic in its composition. Gov. Porter 
presided, and gracefully introduced the speaker 
ina few words. There were on the stage a large 
number of Vice-Presidents, including James L. 
Evans of Hamilton County, Jesse J. Brown of 
Floyd, Senator Smith of Delaware, Joseph L 
Irwin of Bartholomew, J. R. Clayton of Shelby, 
James Tullis of Tippecanoe, L. M. Campbell of 
Hendricks, Nelson Bradley of Hancock, and a 
large representation of the prominent Repub- 
licans of Indianapolis. Gen. Tom Brown was 
also present. The reception awarded the Sen- 
ator was warm and hearty, and he had the 


closest attention of the audience throughout. 

Beginuing with a touching and appropriate 
reference to the death of President Garfield, 
Senator Harrison passed to the consideration cf 
the constitutional amendments relative to the 
probibinon of the liquor traffic. He said: 

do not think I can recall any matter relating 
to State affairs chat bas so powerfuily moved 
the miuds of our people as the pending question 
of the submission of the constitutional amend- 
ments proposed by the last Legisiature to the 
vote of the people. Since this issue was pre- 
sented, my own position upon it bas never been 
the subject of debate, even in my own mind. 
The course which our party should take has 
from the beginning seemed to me too plain for 
any Republican to lose his way. Not that it was 
so plain that the Democratic leaders might not 
miss it; I was sure they would, and they have. 
A ten-rail fence on both sides would not suffi- 
ciently mark a road for them. 

The band of a cunning workman is clearly re- 
vealed in the resolution in the Democratic plat- 
form relating to the prohibitory amendment. 
Two widely divergent views upon the subject of 
this amendment bad shown themseives smong 
Democrats. One large class, embracing those 
directly connected with the liquor traffic, de- 
manded of the platform-makers a clear declara- 
tion against the submission of the amendments 
to a popular vote. These were so near and 
noisy that the leading Democrats at indianapo- 
lis who stood with their hands to their ears heard 
but one voice. They auid: It is unanimous; we 
will strangle the arnendwent in the Legislature.” 
Inder this banner they carried this township at 
the April election, and, with increasing noise, 
said: “We shall sweep the State upon this 
issue.“ 

The Shelbyville Convention offered the next 
occasion for a restatement of this doctrine, and 
em phasis was then wiven to it. 

The Sentinel said of the convention: “ The 
platform if adopted has the right ring. It ciears 
the air of political malaria. It silences doubt 
and invigorates the mind forces of the people.“ 
But political malaria went ou to do its sad work 
among Democrats. It infected the committee- 
room at the State Convention and threw its 
members into an ague. 

But, when this tumult near at hand had some- 
what spent itself, like the clamor of the mob at 
Ephesus. voices from the rural districts began 
tu be heard by these gentlemen at Indianapolis. 
They were very calm voices, but very reasona- 
ble and very resvlute. 

It was clear that the Shelbyville platform 
would divide the party. A large, conscientious, 
and det . De ts scattered 
over the whole „ n ends 
to subserve—moved by convictions, nut pas- 
sions—demanded a submission of the amend- 
ments to a popular vote. Some of these were 
open advocates of prohibition; others simpi 

tood for what they bad been taught to be sound, 
old-fashioned Democratic doctrines—viz.: that 
the people ure the source of all political power 
—the makers and masters of Legislatures; that a 
majority of the people, acting by methods pre- 
scribed to themselves, have the right to amend 
the Constitution: a popular vote is the best test 
of the popular will. 

A TWO-FACED IMAGE, 

And now, as so often before, the managers 
found themselves under the necessity of facing 
both ways on this question. The choice of Mr. 
Hendricks to manage this business was a wise 
one. He had a wide and well-deserved reputa- 
tion asa skiliful performer in such feats, and 
the work produced in this instance will not im- 
pair, b@t rather increase, his reputation. 

Let us examine this skillful piece of dodging. 
They are in favor of submitting the amendment 
toa vote of the people—that bas a candid face, 
looking toward the submission Democrats. Mr. 
Hendricks’ skiliful composition, helped by his 
graceful elocution, made that appear quite sat- 
isfactory to at least one prohibitionist hearer 
when he read it to the convention. It was a 
great triumph of pen and tongue to deceive, 
though but for a moment, an earnest, honest 
woman. : 

But now the other face of this politica! image 
—that looking toward the Liquor- Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation—is to be set up. The apparently fair 
and honest deelaration for submission is quali- 
fied as follows: “According to the provisions 
of the Constitution for its own amendment.” 
That is, we are in favor of submitting ittoa 
vote of the people if the next Legisiature agrees 
to pass it on to the people. What a neat and 
yet transparent dodge. If the next Legislature 
agrees to submit the amendment toa popular 
vote, it is then of small consequence whether 
the Democratic party is in tavor of or opposed 
to submission. The demand of the Liquor- 
Dealers’ Association was that the amendment 
be killed in tne next Legislature—thbe demand 


ot the submissionists was that the Legislature 


pass the amendment on to a popular vote. 
Which side of this question does this platform 
taxe? If Mr. Hendricks were a member of the 
next Legisiature ana had sufficient respect for 
bis own platform to make it the guide of his 
action as a legisiator, would he feel himseif 
bound to vote for or against the submission of 
the amendment to a popular vote? I fancy, it 
he goverved his action strictiy by the platform, 
he would gu into the lobby and dodge the vote. 

But there is sometbing more in the piatform 
upon this subject—" the people have the right 
to oppose or favor the adoption of any or ail the 
amendments atall stages of their considera- 
tion Of course they have. but has the Demo- 
eratic party no policy to announce? It has de- 
ciared very plainly against the adoption of the 
amendment, but does it intend, as a party. to 
make that opposition now, in the selection of 
members of the Legislature, and in that body, 
when assembled. or not until the amendment is 
before the people to be voted on directly? 
When does Mr. Hendrieks intend to make his 
opposition as a Democratic citizen? When does 
his platform advise him to make it? He ought 
to be able to explain his own work. Suppose 
some simple-minded and confiding Democrat, 
who accepts platforms with unquestioning 
faith, and who believes in Mr. Heydricks. 
should ask him whether, according’ to the 
platform, be ought to vote in the primary 
for a legislative candidate who would vote to 
submit the amendment to the people, or for one 
who would not, bow could he answer him and 
leave the man’s faithin platforms and party 
leaders unsbaken? A two-faced image may be 
set up. and those who look trom ooposit points 
of observation may cach see a face that pleases 
them and render their worship. But the priests 
of such a god arein constant peril. Some curi- 
ous worshiver may change his point of observa- 
tion. And if the god leads a crusade, une face 
must move backward. The two-horse act in the 
circus ie an interesting exhibition of the 
balancing power of the rider, but you dave 
noticed that be always gets off where he got on 
he never goes anywhere. 

The Democratic party on this platform may 
have the support, but it cannot have the respect 
either of the liquor men or the submission Dem- 


ocrats. 
THE REPUBLICANS SPEAK PLAINLY. 

The position of the Republican party on the 
question of submission is in no doubt. The reso- 
lution ou that subject needs no study or analy- 
sis to get at its meaning. It isa plain. blunt 
declaration in favor of submitting the amend- 
ments to a popular vote. It goes upon the 
ground that if a majority of the qualified voters 
of this State desire to incorporate these amend- 
ments—one or all—into the Cunstitu tion, they 
have the right to doso,and that itis neither 
wise nor safe for any political party to shirk or 
evade a fair test of the popular will upon these 
questions. And there is no fair test, except the 
popular vote, in which each elector speaks for 
bimself: A representative chosen by a major- 
ity of one cannot express upon this question the 
divided will of bis constituency, and upon the 
diverse questions presented by the several 
amendments it is practically impossiole that be 
should even accurately record the will of those 
by whose votes he was chosen. 

NOT A PARTISAN QUESTION. 

The prohibitory amendment could not have 
been pru by the last Legislature without 
the aid of six Demucrats iu the State and 
eleven in the House who voted for ic. 

The 46,000 voters who petidoned for this 
ameudmeut were of no one political party—a 


| large number of them were Democrats—and all 
agreed and asked that the quesnon should not 
be made one of party politics. They expressed 
the opinion that a majority of the people 
favored the amendment, and asked their Repre- 
sentatives to bring the question to the test of a 
popular vote. It was also clear from the begin- 
ning that very many Republicans were opposed 
ato 1 wm re Among those thus opposed were 
and are today men of influence and character. 
who claim to be the friends of tem per- 
ance, are in no way connected with 
the liquor tratlic, and who have no persoual ends 
or ambituons to promote. There were and are 
Prohibitionists in the Democratic party, enough 
of them to make the Sheibyville platform an im- 
possibility at the State Convention. Eaough of 
them in toe State Convention to make it neces- 
sary for Mr. Hendricks to say, “i move the 
revious question,” and so cut off debate. The 
tepublican party has wisely dechued to make 
probibition or anti- prohibition a party test. We 
have said, letthe strength of this issue which 
divides both parties be fairly tested at a popular 
election. Whowill deny to a majority of the 
legal electors of this State the right to set their 
will in the Constitution, however much it muy 
contravene his views or however unfavorabiy 
it may affect his personal interests ? 

That much-abused word *sumptuary” is made 
to do duty us a scarecrow, and is all the more et- 
ficient that many of those who use and hear it 
do not know what it means. The argument of 
those who would put the traffic in tiquors upon 
the same basis as that of flour, is answered by 
years of restrictive legisiation of the liquor 
true in all the States and by judicial decisions 
without number. That the trame has such re- 
lations to crime, pauperism, and taxes as to 
make it a tegitimate subject for the exercise of 
the police power of the State is allowed even by 
those who favor a license system. The degree 
and the manner of the restraint that shall be im- 
posed ppen the only ground of debate, and the 
majority of the people must umpire that dis- 
cussion. 


LIQUOB ASSOCIATIONS. 

In my opinion more has been done for pro- 
hibition in the last few months by the iil-tem- 
pered and ill-judged action of some of the 
associations of liquor men than by the direct 
advocates of prohibition. The suggestion that 
money in large sums, levied from the makers 
and sellers of liquora, is to be used tn our elec- 
tions, and that all persons connected with that 
trathe are to be united in one political party, is 
not likely to cool the “ fanaticism” of temper- 
ance retormers. If the liquor-dealers, conven- 
tion at Terre Haute succeeds in taking all its 
members into the Democratic party, may it still 
not be possible that they have not strengthened 
those business interests for which they propose 
to desert their former political associates? May 
it not be that they would have occupied strong- 
er ground if tue had recognized the American 
principle ot the right of the majority to rule, 
und bad not broken friendship with those who, 
though not liquor-dealers, are not prohibition- 
ists’ When the amendmeats are submitted 
would have been a good time to have made the 
Oght against prohibition. 

There are obvious reasons, I think, why ail 
fair-minded people would prefer that this ques- 
tion should go directly to the people rather than 
to a Legislature. 

LIQUOR-DEALERS AGAIN. 

There are indications that some light is break- 
ing in; that the disposinon to defy public senti- 
ment and public law is not so strong as it was. 
The Western Distillers’ Association at its meet- 
lug at Chicago recently, among other things, 
resolved, That we are opposed to arraying our- 
seives as a body against either of the great po- 
litical parties, but leave each member full liber- 
ty to cast his baliot according to his best judg- 
ment and in conformity with the dictates of hia 
conscience.“ 

The meeting of the Indiana Liquor- Dealers’ 
Association at Terre Haute on Aug. I, however, 
marched to the whistle of Mr. Engiish. They 
resolved 

“That at the election in November next we 
shall support the Democratic party. 

That we invite all liberty-loving people of 
the State of Indiuna to join us inour efforts to 
defeat the enemy of liberty.”’ 

From the conjunction of these resolutions 1 
suppose “the enemy of liberty here reterred 
to must be the Kepublican party. What a 
prosecutor, and what a charge! A liquor-deal- 
ers’ association arraigning the Republican party 
as the enemy of liberty! Eight_million pnands 
unfettered by this enemy of eg over the 
protest and over the armed resistande ot Demo- 
crats, are lifted in amazement. Steh accusa- 
tions will have no power over the mihids of those 
whose political relations are intended to be af- 
fected by them. Those adopted citizens of our 
country who bave voted and fought with us 


amend the Constitution if a majority so desire, 
and that a popular vote is the only fair way to 
settle that question. The “enemy of liberty” 
never consents tosubmit his appeal to a popular 
vote and to abide the result. Vou may tell him 
by that infallible sign. 

The charge that the Republican State plat- 
form declares in favor of prohibition is untrue, 
whoever makes it. 

In demanding that the amendments shall be 
“agreed to and submitted by the next Legis- 
lature to a vote of the people, we have only de- 
manded that whbich is a constitutional pre- 
requisit toa popular vote upon them, and in 
the language of the Constitution. It is express- 
iy declared that the issue is not a party one, and 
is notto be made such. The right of private 
judgment upon the question is lett wholly un- 

infpairéd. The most violent anti-prohibitionist 
or anti-suffragist in the State can stand on that 
platform, provided, only, be is willing to have a 
popular vote on the questions, and to let the 
majority rule. 

REDUCTION OF TAXATION, 

Both political parties in this State have given 
to the people platform declarations in favor of a 
reduction of taxation and of public economy. 
Let us see which party bas behind its platform a 
record of endeavor in those directions. 

The Republican party, up to the time it lost 
control of the House of Representatives, the 
body in which all revenue laws must originate, 
had abolished allSinternal-revenue taxes, except 
a list of less than a dozen articles. 

In December, 1875, the Democratic party ob- 
tained control of the House of Representatives. 
This control was retuined until the meeting of 
the present Congress, in December, 1881, when 
the Republicans came into power. For six 
years—including the whole of the Forty-fourtb, 
Forty-fitth, and Forty-sixth Congresses—the 
power to originate bills to reduce taxation was 
in Democratic bands. In March, 1879, at the be- 
ginning of the Forty-sixth Congress, the Demo- 
erats obtained a majority in the Senate, so that 
for two years prior to December, 1881. that 
party had a majority in both Houses. 

If it be true, us we are told in the Democratic 
platform, that an onerous und unjust system of 
taxation “bas been drawing into the ‘Treasury 
large sums that should have been left in the 
pockets of the people.“ the Democratic party 
has been responsible for that condition of affairs 
for the last six years. The entire revenue sys- 
tem has been in Democratic control, and by this 
resolution they confess that they have per- 
petrated an unjust and unnecessary system of 
taxation. They have turned over to the Repub- 
lican party the work of tax-reform not only un- 
finished, but untouched. 

The Democratic platform charges that the 
Republican party is responsible for delaying tax- 
reform. Mr. Voorhees says it is a false pre- 
tense that he is weary of. And yet the plat- 
form indorses Mr. Voorhees, and I believe that 
Mr. Voorhees, moved. no doubt, by the touching 
refereace to his friendship ror the soldier, bas 
indorsed the platform. 

It is undoubtedly true that the public rev- 
enues are excessive. The surplus last year, 
which was applied to the reduction of the public 
debt, was almost $150,000,000. This great excess 
of revenue tends to extravagant and even 
wasteful appropriations. Asmuller income will 
not only sugwest but enforce economy. 

THE TARIFF COMMISSION, 

Promptly on regaining coutrol of Congress the 
Republicans set about the work of a revision of 
the tariff. It was believed that the work could 
be more safely and ioteiligently done by con 
stituting a commission of experts o consider 
the subject, bear evidence, and report to the 
next session of Congress their cohclusions. This 
plan was proposed in the lust Congress by Sena- 
tor Eaton, a Democrat, and was supported in 
this Congress by many Democrats, among 
whom was Mr. Voorhees. He not only 
voted for the bill, but defended it in an elabor- 
ate speech. I shull not euter into any defense 
of thay measure here. It cannot be mude au 
issue in this campaign, much as Mr. McDonald 
might like to make it so, for Mr. Voorhees sup- 
ported it, and tne convention bas indorsed bim 
asa faithful representative.“ The report of 
the commission must, under the law, be pre- 
sented ut an early hour next session, and we 
may bope before the session closes to see a law 
enacted that while wisely protecting our 
nome interests, Shall cogrect many evils and 
anomalies in the present tarit system. Mr. 
Voorhees being the judge, the bublicaus 
in one session have done more for revenue-re- 
form than the Democrats did in six. 


INTERNAL-REVENUE TAXES. 

Our internal revenue is now derived from a 
very few sources—tpe tax on distilled spirits, on 
tobuceo, on the capital. deposits, and circuia- 
tion of banks, and the stamp tax on bank checks. 
matches, proprietary medicines, perfumery, 
ete. These are all that are ieft of atux list 
which the nécessities of war had extended to al- 
most ail property aud every trade. The Repub- 
lican party, which bad been compelied by the 
stress of war to impose these taxes, bad, as the 
credit and necessities of the Guverament would 
allow, lifted the hand of the tax-gatherer from 
one and other till the brief list I have given 
above is all that remains. The fact that these 
are left implies that, in the opinion of Congress, 
the subjects upon which they are im were 
the least favored, or the best able to bear a tax 
of all those which have been the subject of in- 
ternal taxation. But the question bow is, Shall 
we continue to exact taxes we do not need, and 
thus perpetuate the evil of an overfull treasury? 
The — say they favor a reduction of 
taxation. I assert that but for Democratic op- 
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position che tax burdens of che people would 


oe 


have been reduced at least &: 000 ann U 
at the last session of 2 sy ee 

Even Mr. McDonald does not assume that we 
have yet reachad a position where we may abol- 
ish the internal-revenue system. But may we 
not reduce the internai- revenue taxes now, and, 
if they are to be reduced, which of them shall 
be dropped? Shall we avolish che tax on whisky 
and keep it on banks? or take it from tobacco 
and keep it on patent medicines? None of these 
subjects of taxation are favored subjects, but if 
we reduce revenue we must exempt some of 
them. In my opinion, isky and tobacco should 
be the last on the list from which the hand of 
the tax-gatherer is lifted. These articies are 
luxuries, and by that I do not mean that they 
are good. I dodge that guestion—but they are 
not necessary; one may well do without them. 
They yield a large revenuc at a few points, 
which, if the tax is not excessive, can easily be 
collected. 


DEMOCRATIC OPPOSITION. 


Every possible effort was made by the Repub- 
licans in the Sevate to pass a bill for the reduc- 
tion of internal-revenue taxation. The Demo- 
crats successfully resisted, and the tax-gutherer 
Still goes his rounds. Some forty amendments, 
ccvering the whole range of our tariff, were 
proposed from the Democratic side ot the Cham- 
ber, and one Democratic Senator advised us that 
forty more were to foliow. They would enter- 
tain no proposition to limit debate, and refused 
to fix any time when they would consent to 
come to a vote on the bill and pending amend- 
ments. It was quite plainly intimatea by some 
of them that they wanted to keep the bill on the 
calendar until next session, as the basis of a 
general tariff bill, for fear the House would not 
send another bill to the Senate. No pretense of 
lack of time can excuse this Democratie oppo- 
sion to tax reduction. If their pretended zeal 
had been real ten days’ time would have been 
amply sufficient to perfect and pass the bill. If 
there is gathered this year $30,000,000 of money 
from the people that is not needed for the.pub- 
lic use the responsibility is upon the Democratic 


party. 

Shortly before adjournment, Mr. Morrill, in 
charge of the bill, proposed that the Senate 
should agree to take the bill as it came from the 
House, with the tobacco reduction of the Senate 
added, and pass it, taking off everything else. 
The proposition was rejected by the Demucratic 
Senators—notwithstanding they had themselves 

roposed practically the same reductions in the 

ast Congress, except tobacco, and that was 
added on the motion of a Democrat, and largely 
by Democratic votes. They would not pass a 
Tax-Reducdon bill, every important feature of 
which was supported by the recommendations 
of Democratic committees. Fellow-citizens, 
Mr. McDonaid bas not located the fraud proper- 
ly—not the Tax-Reduction bill, but the Demo- 
cratic platform is a sham and a fraud. : 

MR. VOORHEES’ POSITION STATED FOR HIM. 

Ir I am capable of understandivg Mr. Voor- 
hees’ position, it is this: I am in favor of abol- 
isbing all the taxes on banks, but not now. lam 
iu favor of abolishing the tax on patent medi- 
cines, but not now. lam in favor of abolishing 
the tax on perfumery, including the balm of a 
thousand flowers, but not now. I waut the re- 
port of the Tariff Commission, which I voted for, 
first. and then | want time to study the whole 
subject of internal and customs duties together, 
and then Iwill be ready to consider the subject 
of reducing taxes, and to name one articie from 
which | would remove the tax. 

It was perhaps in a line with these views that 
Mr. Voorhees afterwards voted wito Mr. Bayard 
and six ochers, ail Democrats, against taking the 
tax off matches. If there is any article of wide 
and prime uecessity to all who are not a light 
unto themselves, it is matches, vet Mr. V oorbees, 
after professing an anxiety to release the neces- 
saries of life from taxes, voted to continue this. 
needless and oppressive tax. 

POLYGAMY, BANKS, FINANCES, ETC. 

I do not intend now to enter upon any detailed 
review of the work of the last Congress. The 
session was a very protracted one, and a good 
deal of legislation otf an important and perma- 
nent character was enacted. By the Edmunds 
Polygamy bill the first hard blow has been 
struck against an institution that we charac- 
terized more than twenty years ago as one of 
the twin relics of barbarism.“ The Republican 
party throttled the other twin in a fight that 
rocked the conntry. The surviving one must 
go—vot in violence nor blood, but under the 
pressure of law. We bave created no religious 
test: we war against no man’s faith, but have 
determined that polygamy shall no longer hide 
its hideous fuce under the cloak of religion; 
shall no longer sit in the Council of the Nation, 
or hold any public place of trust in the Territo- 
ries. 

Every amendment offered, either in the Sen- 
ate or House, that tended to diminish the effici- 
ency of the bill came from a Democrat, and was 
supported only by Democrats, tinal 

the bill in the House forty-two Dem- 


The bill to extend the charters of the National 


banks, which aiso became a law, will, I believe, 
be generally accepted as a wise and useful meas- 
ure. The cbarters of many of the bunks were 
expiring, According to the report of the Coa- 
troller of the Currency.nearly one hundred chart- 
ers expired from April 1. 1882, to January 1, 
188. The closing of these banks could not but 
have exerted a most unfavorable effect upon 
the busin of the country. New banks could, 
of course, have been organized under existing 
law, but the disastrous effect of the locking up 
of money and bonds, and ot the sudden calling 
in ot loans, could not have been avoided except 
by extending the charters. 

The bill also contained some provisions not 
directly connected with banking of great inter- 
est and value. It authorizes the Secretary of 
the ‘i'reasury to receive the 344 per cent bonds 
of the Government, and to issue a3 per cent 
bond instead. The new bonds are to be payable 
at the pleasure of the Government, and may be 
taken up whenever we bave the money to pay 
them, the only condition being that we will not 
pay one of the 3 per cents as long as there is a 
bond bearing a higher rate of Interest which we 
have the rigùut to vay, and thut the first 3 per cent 
issued shall be the last paid. Fellow-citizens, 
the Republican management of the tinances 
ot this country Cun bave no better eulogy. 
A struggie at the door of the Treasury us to who 
shall get the tirst 8 per cent bond, and the key to 
this wonder is in the fact that the urst bond is- 
sued will be the last paid. 

When the Democrats last managed our Na- 
tional finances there was also a scuffie about the 
door of the Treusury. But the exciting question 
then was who shall be paid first, for it Was not 
certain that the casn would hold our. 

If the causes of the delay of the public busi- 
ness were sought out, it would be-found that a 
large amount of valuable time was lost on ac- 
count of the filibustering opposition of Demo- 
crats to the prompt settlement of the contested 
election cases in the House. The work of the 
committee having that subject in charge was 
enormous, and was most diligentiy and faith- 
fully done under the guidance of Mr. Caikins, of 
this State. But the Democrats in the House, 
including the members from Indiana, used all 
their obstructive tactics to keep in their seats 
members from the South whose election-certi- 
ticates were based upon frauds, practiced with 
a security and openness that almost disdained 
hiding and altogether foreswore shame. If you 
bear any Democratic member say Congress dia 
nothing. ask him how often he belped to break 
a quorum when questions of the highest privi- 
lege were betore the House. If he should sing 
tothe “key-note” of the platform upon the 
subject of corruption in Lodiana elections, ask 
him what about Chalmers; and if his answer is 
not satisfactory, ask him who introduced the 
“barl” and mule- buying into Indiana; and 
if be gives that up, ask him if be syiwpathizes 
with the charge that Mr. English was too 
economical of bis “sheckels” in the last cam- 
paign. 
RIVER AND HARBOR BILL. 

On the subject of increased appropriations at 
the lust session of Congress Geu. Harrison said: 

The next item ot increase is in the River and 


-Harbor bill, which carries $7,196,075 more tuan 


the same bill did iust year. I voted aguinst this 
bill on its original passage, and again when the 
question was. Shull the bill pass, the objections 
of the President to the coutrary uvuotwitbstand- 
ing?’ Mr. Vorhees voted for the bill on both 
occasions. I shalispend no time herein justi- 
fying my vote. I have seen no occasion to re- 
wret it since. But Lask again if the extrava- 
gance which they charge upon us is located by 
Mr. Hendricks or Mr. McDonaid in this bill, do 
they dare publiely to include in their condem- 
nacion the Democratic Senator from indiana 
who voted forit? Mr. Hendricks. knew all the 
facts wen he reported in the convention a res- 
olution “approving” Mr. Voorhees. Will be 
think it fair in this campaign to coudemn Ke- 
publicaus who vuted as Mr. Voorhees did? Pos- 
sibiy the resolution approving Mr. Voorhees’ 
course is to be understood in the same sense as 
Mr. Hendricks’ “approvai’’ of the Baxter bill 
when he was Governor of Indiana. 
CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM, 

I want to assure vou tonight that [I am an ad- 
vocate of civil-service reform. My brief expe- 
ricuce at Wasbington bas led me often to utter 
the wish with an empPasis whicb I do not often 
use, tbat I might forever be relieved of any 
chunection with the distribution of public pat- 
rovage. I covet fur myself the tree and unpur- 
chased support of my fellow-citizens, and long 
to be abie to give my time and energy solely to 
those public affairs that legilimateiy relate to 
the honorable trust which you nave committed 
to me. It is easy for theorists to make sugwres- 
tions upon this subject wien. in their opjnion, 
would cure ail existing evils. Lassure yot it is 
more difficuitto frame a law that shall be safe 
and practicalin ite application. I know that 
several Republican Senators gave much thought 
and study to this question curing the last ses- 
sion. [believe the next session will witness the 
epactment of a law which, if it does 
not consummate, will at least § auspi- 
ciously begin this reform. That there 
are sincere advocates of this reform in 
the Democratic party, as in our own, I do not 
deny. But that this reform would be introduced 
by that party if they were to come now in the 
control of the Federal patronage., I do not think 
any sensible man believes. In some of the States 
and in the Senate of the United States the Iem- 
ocratic party today controls the patrouage. 
Need I say that in ne Se ae there 
we find no su civil- reform. 

Mr. McDonaid in nis recent speech said that he 
eutertained a strong feeling of dislike to the He- 
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publican party. But as for his party, I will give 
ten guod reasons why I don’t like it toevery one, 
good or bad, that he can present against mine. 
A may who bas preserved his affection for the 
Democratic party for forty years must have a 
very fickle taste. He has not liked the game 
thing two consecutive years, unless his af- 
fection stopped with the name and iguored 
all that it covered. The oid Turk who married 
seven consecutive Nancys could as weill claim 
that he bad lived with one wife. True, he might 
iguore the graveyard and say, “I bave been 
true to Nancy.”” When Mr. McDouaid first 
placed his affections upon the Democratic part 
it was a free-soil party, and be sympath wi 
the demand that the Capitol should be removed 
to free soil. When the second Nancy came on 
it Wasa pro-slavery party, but bis affecuon did 
not waver-—he stuck to tne name. I will not go 
over all the familiar and mournful chan I 
could follow it through more numbers nit 
bave used in my illustration. The latest utter- 
ance of his party on the tariff question—a con- 
cession to Mr. Voorhees’ new departure—cannot 
be pieasing to Mr. McDonaid, but it is in a Dem- 
ocratic platform—the name is still there. If 
Mr. McDonaid and Mr. Voorhees are both sa 
tied with the tarilf plank it is because it is like 
the amendments deciaration—another juggle, 

The course ot the Democratic party has been 
characterized by shifts and expedients. This 
criticism has Democratic authority. It is con- 
fessed today in our State by hundreds of Demo. 
crats, who attribute their constant defeats to 
the fact that the icaders never make two fights 
on the same line Our defeat in Indiana ia 1880, 
says Mr. Voorhees, was caused by our “ tariff- 
for-revenue-only”’ plank, and forthwith the 
ground is changed. “ We can get votes and a 
campaign fund from the liquor men,“ says a 
self-constituted leader at Indianapolis, “if we 
will make a platform to please them.“ and forth- 
with the negotiation is consummated, mo- 
cracic blunders have come to be one of the cer- 
tain factors in the uncertain sea of politics. 
Given one blind well in a forty-acre pasture, 
ani it is a safe bet that the void horse will be in 
it Withia ten minutes after he is turned loose. 
And yet these leaders, who have ted their party 
ouly to defeat, abate none of their contidence as 
guides. 8 

They are losing nothing, either, of their weil- 
earned reputition as public scolds. Since 1860 
they have satin the cage to which public opin- 
ion consigned them, chattering like enraged 
parrots, while the work of saving and regenerat- 
ing a Constitution and a country which hey had 
torn was going ou outside; or, to change the fig- 
ure, they are discredited witnesses who for 
twenty years have been annually approaching 
the great inquest of the country with their ac- 
cusations, and instead of bemg accepted in the 
witness- box have been put in the dock. 

I can excuse much to that blind attachment 
which, having become a habit, continues after 
the object has lost all resemblance to that which 
first won our regard. But what reason shail 
young men give tor yielding their allegiance 
now to the Democratic party? The morale of a 
retreating army may be preserved if the leader 
is bold enough to assault now and then, persist- 
ent enough to fight twice on the same tield, and 
true enough always to show the same flug, and 
give the one battle- cry. I can understand 
how brave men can be recruited on the morrow 
after disaster for an army like that. Disaster is 
a good background on which to throw up a 
picture of faith and courage.

WasninaTon, D. C., Aug. 30.—As indicating 
the final action the Secretary of War may take 
in regard to the Soldiers’ Home, it is known that 
he bas telegraphed Gen. Hardin, who was di- 
rected to relieve Gen. Sturgis, to await further 
orders. Below will be found the official recom- 
mendation of the Board of Commissioners of che 
Soldiers Home for the removal of Gen. Sturgis. 
In the ligbt of the recent Senate investigation 
and the subsequent action of the Senate, itis 
one ot the most remarkable documeuts to be 
found in the files of the War Department. It 
charges inefficiency for months, and yet, during 
the months of the Senate inquiry, not one 
of the Commissioners, though ali were exam- 
ined, hinted at any such jack. As to want of 
codOperation, one of the Commissioners testified 
that there was eutire harmony. As to caring 
forthe weifare of the inmates, Gen. Sturgis 
made various practical recommendations to add 
to their comfort and means of amusement, none 
of which were accepted by the board, though 
he tried hard to be allowed to do something to 
relieve the routine that has no variety. With 
absolute control over the institution and the 
Governor, the charge of want of cv- 
operation is farcial. The Governor cannot 
originate anything, and the directions of the 
board are invariabiy carried out. As a matter 
of fact, on several occasions be personally re- 
quested that he might be present at the meeting 
of the board in order that be might receive sug- 
gestions asto the views of the board. These 
they refused, and the proof of the refusal is 
positive. It will be seen that the Commissioners, 
in calling the attention of the Secretary to the 
action of the Senate, made no aliusion to the 
fact that the Senate ununimousiy adopted a 
clause to the bill providing that the sec- 
tion placing a retired officer in command 
as Governor should take elfect at the 
end of the present detail—that is, 
tne end of Gen. Sturgis term. The board does 
not call attention to the fact that, while the jaw 
under which they act requires them to make 
personal inspecUen once a month, for che thir- 
teen months of Gen. Sturgis’ term they have 
only made partial inspections. In view of the 
gross abuses wich are so generally known, the 
present paper is regarded here as a very bun- 
Eline and most indiscreet attempt to punish an 
officer who, when examined under oath, upon 
the order of the Senate, answered truthfuily 
cuncerning the mapugement of the home 
and ubuses of long standing in 
which the Com missioners hau part. 
it willbe noticed that Surgeon-Geueral Crane 
concurs with the rest in the charges recom- 
mended, that the paper throughout speaks of 
the action as that of the Commissioners, no ex- 
ception of any kind being suggested. The fol- 
lowing is the paper in full: 

“WasniIncTon, D. C., Aug. 18, 1882.—To the 
Honorabie the Secretary of ar—Sirk: The 
Commissioners of the Soldiers’ Home find it 
necessary toreport to you, under the require- 
ments of Sec. 4,816, Revised Statutes, that an 
immediate change of Governor of the home is 
required, in order that the interests of 
the institution may no longer suffer 
as they now do, and as they have done for sev- 
eral months past. The present Governor, Col. 
Samuel D. Sturgis, Seventh Cavalry, after atrial 
of over a year, we find possesses none of the 
qualifications necessary to a proper admiuistra- 
tion of the affairs of the home. Both as a com- 
manding officer and in the performance of the 
executive duties incident to the position, he bas 
falied so signuaily to give satisfaction that this 
step becomes one of absolute necessity, 
if the home interests are to be  con- 
ducted economically or for the welfare of 
the inmates. His want of cooperation 
with the Commissioners renders the situation of 
exceeding gravity, and our disappointment in 
this respect is augmented by the injury which 
has resulted in the experiment of assigning him 
to the position. The word experiment is used 
because it will be well understood that, in the 
selection of officers for the home, there must, 
to a greater or less extent, be a degree of chance. 
It would appear that the law anticipated and di- 
rected accordingly~—that the officcrs shall be 
*‘ Appointed or removed from time 
to time, as the interests of the in- 
stitution may require. by the Secretary 
of War onthe recommendation of the Board 
of Commissioners.’ We cannot always be sure 
that the officer selectea will prove to be the best 
that can be obtained for the position. Such has 
been our experience in thé case of Col. Sturgis. 
He bas maintained a studied avoidance of all 
voluntary communication with the Commis- 
sioners, and the conduct of affairs at the home 
for whicb we are responsible, is more than crip- 
pied thereby. There is no hope of any remedy 
for this state of things except a change of Gov- 
ernor, and this cannot be avoided, and we 
cannot too urgentiy request that Col. Sturgis 
be relieved. The olfice of Secretary and Treas- 
urerof the home is now temporarily filled by 
Maj. Milton Cogswell, the Deputy Governor, 
Cupt. J. D. Stevenson, Eighth Cavalry, having 
been r lieved at bis own request, on account of 
iil-health. The assigninent of a competent of- 
ficer to this position should be made as early as 
practicabie. The views of the Commissioners 
are in accord with the proposed requirement 
contained in a Senate bill now before Congress— 
that the officers of the home should be selected 
from the retired list, giving preference, if 
possible, to those retired on account of wounds, 
and we therefore recommend that. under Sec. 
1,259. Revised Statutes, Brig.-Gen. Martin D. 
Hardin. U. S. A., retired, be assigned to duty as 
Governor of the Soidiers’ Home, to relieve Col. 
Samuel D. Sturgis, Seventh Cavalry, and that 
Capt. Benjamin F. Rittenhouse, Brevet-Major U. 
S. A., retired. be assigned to duty as Secretary and 
Treasurer of the home, to relieve the Deputy- 
Governor of those duties. Very respectfully,

STAR ROUTES, 
WILSON LETS GO, 
Special Dispatch to The Chica Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 30.—Judge Jere 
Wilson closed his three days’ argument in the 
Star-route cases tonight. The speech was an 
able one. The lawyers for the prosecution say 
that Judge Wilson did as well as could be done 
for bis clients, but he seemed to be laboring 
under greatdifiicuity. Those who have watched 
the case from the beginning say that Wilson's 
speech was directed to diverting the attention of 
the jury from the remarkabie speech of Mer- 
rick, and that the main purpose, in fact, 
of the speeches for the defense, since 
Merrick spoke for the prosecution, has been 
to confuse the jury, and to attempt to dissipate 
the effect of the Government's arguments. It 
is upon this theory only that the long speeches 
which are delivered by each counsel for the de- 
teuse are to be explained. They are mainly 
speeches against time. Henkie commences to- 
morrow aspeech which it is expected will last 
two days, and the court will probably adjourn 
until Monday, when Ingersoll will speak, to be 
followed by the Attorney-General, who closes 
the case. The  Atterney-General ends 
the case 80 far as the speeches 
of the lawyers are concerned, but. uniess 
the signs are misleading, the strongest argu- 
ments that will be made for conviction wili be 
found in the charge of Judge Wylie to the jury. 
The defense evidentiy are very apprehensive as 
to the character of Judge Wylie’s charge, and 
bis occasional remarks in court during the last 
month have certainly warranted the expecta- 
tion that the charge will be severe against the 


defendants. “You may be sure,“ said one of 
the managers of the Government's case tonight, 
“ that the Attorney-General would not have un- 
dertaken to close the case and to have risked his 
reputation had not he been very confident of a 
verdict. All that the defense is now striving for 
is a hung jury.“ 
WILSON’S ADDRESS. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 30.—In his argument 
Wilson said the defense impeached Waish's tes- 
timony by the utter improbability of his story, 
and by showing what bis motives were. Jobn 
Ananias Walsh had a suit pending against 


Brady, and if be could break him down in a 


criminal suit that was all that was necessary. 
Brady had denied he owed. Waish a singie dollar. 

Mr. Ker—Where is the evidence of that?.

Wilson rephed that under the rules of the 
court if the declaration of the plaintiff had not 
been denied under oath judgment would have 
been rendered long ago.

Wiison—Then the court should not have al- 
lowed Merrick to say so before the jury. 

The court—Tbhe court will not interfere unless 
the counsel object. 

Mr. Wilson—The court bas just interfered with 
me without counsel objecting. I am simpiy an- 
swering Merrick’s statement. 

In conclusion Wilson repeated his assertion 
that the prosecution was a lawless one. It was 
more than lawless. It was vile. 

At the conclusion of Wilson's address the 
court adjourned. 

Henkle will address the jury tomorrow.

Finally one of these gay young diplomats, about 

six weeks ago, between the sundown of one day 

and the sunrise of another, jumped the city, 
leaving a number of inquiring young ladies and 

gentiemen to regret dis departure.

famous restaurant in Fifteenth reet 

was out $300; his landiady, who 
bad ‘lodgings for single wentlemen only,’ was 
out 8150. and bis colored laundress had to grieve 
over the loss of seven montbs’ wasumg. Au- 
other and even worse case than the one related 
above occurred here a little more than a week 
ago. We shall call the subject of this scandal 
Don Bolero, which will designate the legatiou to 
which he belonged. Don Bolero and the slender 
young Frenchman vero men of conyenial tastes, 
and much togetner.

THE ACT GIVING TROUBLE.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 30.— The Immigrant 
act of Aug. 3 has already been the cause of some 
trouble on account of the misunderstanding of 
its provisions. At the Treasury Department it 
is considered to be a most imperfect and 
troubiesome act, full of defects, which it is 
feared will make further vexatious delay in its 
enfurcement. A circular bas been sent out 


detining its meaning as limited to permanent 
immigrants, this explanation having been made 
necessary by the collection of  head- 


money from ordinary passeigers in some 
instances at the port of, New York. 
The New York Board of Health is. already act- 
ing in the capacity contemplated by the law, 
aud a proper board has been appointed by the 
Governor of Massachusetts to act at Boston. 
The Governors of Maryland and, Pennsylvania, 
who were notified at the same time, have neg- 
lected to make ayy provisions for the carrying 
out of the requirements of the act in Baitimore 
and Philadeipnia, and New Orleans is still un- 
beard from, as well as San Francisco. It was 
remarked today in the Navigation Bureau of 
the Treasury Department that, in securing 
a better understanding of the law and its en- 
forcement at all the ports where ‘immigrants in 
considerabie numbers are arriving, it would per- 
haps take several more explanatory circulars, 
though the purpose of the law is simple enough, 
being the raising of mouey to be used as an im- 
migrant fund to expend for the rélief of such as 
are in distress, and to assist hewcomers in 
reaching points in the interior r which they 
had started from foreign countrias.

ROSECRANS, 
THE CHAIRMAN OF THE BOURBON COMMIT- 
TEE. * a

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 30.—Gen. Rosecrans 
left last night for California, to be gone most of 
the campaign. During his absence the work of 
Superintending the Congressiogal campaign 
from the headquarters of tne committee in tnis 
city will be intrusted to the Secretary of the 
committee.

tration, and the greatest enlargement of the in- 
tiuences in favor of local selt-goverument.“ 
+ The Democratic committee of which Gen. 
Rosecrans is Chairman have sent off lately large 
numbers of speechbes,and have ‘been getting 
themselves in trim for the active, work of the 
campaign. They have not shown near the en- 
ergy, however, of the Republican com- 
mittee. They sneer at the business en- 
ergy shown by the Kepublicans and at 
their lack of decency iu their campaign 
methods, but at thesame time the Democratic 
committee is keeping two Senate committee- 
rooms as a party headquarters, against the ad- 
viee, it must be said, of many in their own party, 
who see that such an abuse of public property 
wives the Republicausa handle to fepiv to their 
criticisms. The Democrats, however, expect to 
get a headquarters of their own somewhere in 
the city.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 30.— The oat crop of 
1882 of 99,275,380 bushels is the largest ever pro- 
duced in the State, and exceeds by 24,274,380 
bushels the largest crop (1875) heretofore pro- 
duced in the State. 

The oat area of 2,460,655 acres just harvested 
is the largest ever seeded, and the average yield 
per acre of forty bushels has not been nearly 
approached for over twenty years. 

The quality is generaily good, and the com- 
plaints of low-grade oats are the exception. 

A large portion of the crop bas been thrashed, 
and the amount damaged by rain before stack- 
iug or thrasing is quite limited, 

The crop is remarkable, both asto extent of 
yield and good quality. 

The acreage of this crop as returned by as- 
sessors in 1882 more nearly approaches the full 
extent of this crop than heretofore,

* London has a splendid police force of 12,000 
menu. Tue city is divided off in districts, each 
of which is in charge of a Superintendent, and 
the Chief is the Commissioner. Heis an auto- 
crat in bis way, who makes all police regula- 
tions. He. of course, consults with his Superin- 
tendents, but be has nobody to incteriere with 
him, and bis decision islaw. The result is good 
discipline, because there is a thoroughly re- 
sponsible head. The torce is good because it is 
numericaliy strong. The men are no more m- 
telligent nor faithful than the Chicago police- 
men, but the large number adds to their con- 
tidence and 

AIDS THEIR EFFICIENCY. 
I'll show you the reason why. If a man does 
wrong there fhe is caught up. There is a fear 
which prevents a breaking of the laws. The 
public venders and cabmen, of which there are 
thousands in London, are afraid to violate po- 
live ordinances, because they know that they 
can’t escape arrest. The police make these laws 
and mony | enforce them. Every cabman and 
vender is imbued with this idea. If a man is 
knocked down there are police at his call. There 


are places in London where there are two men 


on duty at intersections and angles, while one 
man travels between them on the block. Bs- 
pecially is this the case at night. Cabmen ean't 
extort or abuse passengers, because a passenger 
can stick his head out of the window and calla 
policeman at any point. The police license every- 
thing that is licensed. The license department 
being a part of the police system, of course, 
gives the police the better control. The licensed 
people having to look to the police fer their li- 
cense and protection obey them the better. The 
citizens aid the police, because justice is prompt 
and swift, and there are no legai quibbies. The 
bane of London is thie prevalence of drunken- 
ness. That is a fearful evil there. 
robberies and murders, of course, but there are 


prompt prosecutions after arrests, and criminal’ 


lawyers thefe are not so zealous to place crim- 
mals before the publicas martyrs. Public opin- 
ion there decries such action,and brands the 
man who is the friend and protector 
of either murderers or thieves, and they neither 
go to Parliament nor are they kniguted for such 
services. The courts have no syiwpatbies save 
those of justice, and hence a man guilty of 
crime, whether great or small. iS promptly pun- 
ished. There is eambimge in London. Every 
club-bouse is a gambling den. 
fearful evil, which shows itself everywhere in 
public, prostitutes crowding the theatres and 
concert halls, openly soliciting men, and brush- 
ing up against decent women. Such a thing 
would not be tolerated in any part of the United 
States. Houses of prostitution are not tolerated 
in London, but the police do not interfere in 
this shocking and soul-destroying trattic. There 
is whoily a lack of sensibility on the part of the 
people in regard to this matter, and there is no 
way of finding a woman who has robbed a man 
who has been enticed into her den.“ 

** How about Paris?”’ 

“In Paris the police are notas good or effi- 


cient as they are in London. They are neither as | 


fine nor as attentive to business. They travel 
beats in pairs. They walk with their bands be- 
hind their backs, and frequently stand resting 
against posts. Everything, however, is regu- 
luted by the police force, which is very large. 
There are no street broils or fights, 
because men are fined and imprisoned for fight- 
ing, and punished very severely. It costs from 
500 to 1. 000 francs to hit a man, and quite a term 
in jail. 

EVERY THEATRE IS AMPLY PROTECTED 
by police force, firemen, and the civil guard. 
There is never a tight in a crowd, because men 
are promptly arrested, and there are policemen 
enough left after one or two leave with the 
party in custody. In London and Paris pedes- 
trians must wive way to teams. No policeman 
ever heips a lady over a crossing. They pay no 
attention to women or children. If a person gets 
run over in Paris be is tined for his carelesness. 
Everybody drives fast in those cities, and the 
poor cab plugs in Paris are terribly abused by 
their drivers. who whip them unmercifully. 
Here the Humane Society would 3 pun- 
ish such brutality. But the cab systems are 
splendid and cheap in both cities. In London 
everybody must drive to the left, and back- 
stands can only have a few cabs on them, such 
us the police makes the limit, the remainder 
bave to keep moving. In Paris the police estab- 
lish the news and fruit stands, and thereis no 
cry of favoritism from anybody. The Prefect 
of Police makes the police ordinances, 
and be sees to it that they are enforced. 
in London the ex-convict, as soon as he gets 
out of prison. has to report to Scotiand Yard, 
and leave the number of the street and the sec- 
tion of the city where he is going to reside, and 
when he is going to work, or what labor or avo- 
cution he intends to follow. He has to report 
weekiy to the Superintendent of Police of bis 
district, and a failure to do so gives him a vear 
in jail. It a man tries to reform be is not inter- 
fered with, but encouraged, and he is excused 
from making these weckly reports, and the po- 
lice are, directed not to molest him unless he is 
found in bad company or under suspicious cir- 
cumstances. 

„Vienna has 3,500 police and 2.500 patrolmen, 
though her population is not over 900.000. Ber- 
lip bus the finest body of men— the best- look ing 
and the best uniformed. They seem to pay Strict 
attention to duty, and act like soldiers. The 
Irish constabulary force is a good-looking and 
well-drilled body of men, but they wear a littie 
round fatigue cap which is more fitted for 
French dancingmasters. They are 4 shrewd 
set. and works well io keeping up Oid Engiand’s 
fears, by exaggerated repurts of sbvotings 
where nobody is shot, and of attempted out- 
rages. Ireland, to me, seemed orderly, and I 
think that half the alleged crimes reported are 
mere tabrienuons to keep the hand of tyranny 
upon the necks of these poor people. ‘Anything 
for an excuse.”

The 
buying for August was chiefly to fill Shorts 
put out at lower prices, but there was 
some shipping demand. The trading 
in wheut was unusually quiet Ex- 
cept in the purchase of spot spring and 
Winter wheat for botb spot and seller the month 
to fill contracts, as in the case of oats. There 
was a littie shipping demand in that market, and 
an almost utter absence of outside orders to 
either buy or seil futures. The market was vers 
steady durmg the Urst balf of the day, and then 
tapered otf a little, closing easy. / 

The course of the corn market presented no 
new features. The smaller number of arrivals 
were taken by shippers without any particular 
pressure either to buy or to sell, and the only 
point presenting itself for notice in the trade in 
futures was a weakness for May and an easier 
tone for the year. 

THE PROVISION MARKET 
was depressed by quotations of lower prices for 
bogs at the Stock- Yards. which put dowa pork; 
and lard ruled easter, owing to the fears previ- 
ously mentioned in Tas TRIBUNE that there 
will be a good deal of stuff going around Friday 
like Japhet in search of a father. The premium 
on Octobet over September wideued to i244 cents 
at one time, and the market closed with about 
that difference between the two months. Meats 
were easier for future delivery, while they were 
strongly beld for spét, short ribs being held at 


the top previous prices, and sweet pickled hams 


at an advance over any recent quotation. There 
was some reference in the pork crowd to a ru- 
mor that yellow-fever had broken out in 
Memphis, and some people thought 
that the lower prices were partly due to that 
fact, but other operators thought that no one 
attached any importance to it on account of its 
being so late in the season. There is not time

the South before frost comes, which is always 
relied upon to kill off the monster for the year:

A Charity Worthy of Public Confi- 
dence and Support, 

Many peopie have been impressed with the pite- 

ous agony of some infant sufferer wailing over 

some childish complaint without possessing 


| speech to tell where and bow it suffers. Much sad- 


der is it when aman or woman in the prime of 
life is afflicted with some terrible malady which 
bafties the skill of the scientists. The most pite- 
ous thing imaginable is to see such a one, on 
whose case the doctors have pronounced the 
dread verdict of “incurable,” who know that 
they have years of suffering before them, and 
who long for death as the only sure re- 
lief. A charity which aims to secure all 
possible comforts for the declining yearsof such 
as these is one which must always appeal to the 
finer feelings of all in health, and is also one 
which deserves to be heartily supported. 
impressed with this feeling, a representative 
of THe TRIBUNE yesterday paid a visit to the 
Chicago Home for Incurables, which is situated 
at the corner of Fullerton and Racine avenues. 
This deserving charity was inaugurated at a 
meeting held April 17, 1880, at the cali of Mrs. 
A. F. Blain and Mrs. F. W. 8. Brawiey. Steps 
were taken at once anda permanent organiza- 
uon effected, but the work was delayed from 
various reasons, and it was not until about a 
rear ago that the prospects of the charity 
— to brighten. At last the managers 
of the Soldiers’ Home gave to the 
Home for Incurables a lease of the property now 
occupied by it at a nominal rent, and thea the 
home at once began to occupy its great sphere 
ot usefulness. At the last annual meeting. beid 
March II. 1882, the cash receipts had aggregated 
$15,499, and the expenses . 168. leaving a cash 
balance on hand of $10,331. Numerous articies 
of value bad been donated, and the prospects of 
the home were entirely satisfactory. It is at 
present managed by a Boardof Directors, com- 

rising some of the best-known r 
2 the city. Mr. H. N. Higginbotbam is the 
President, and is entitled to much of the credit 
of placing the institution on a tirm basis. 

The reporter found at the corner of Racine 
and Fullerton avenues a large, comfortable 
family residence of brick, two stories high, and 
surrounded by two acres of ground. The build- 
ing itself is well lighted, airy, and roomy, and 
seems to be admirabiy adapted to the purposes 
to which it is being put. halls and rooms 
are spacious and bealthy, and the. house looks 
home-like and comfortable.

Dec. 2, 1881, the institution having been formally 
opened the duy before.

home is destined to reach. He was a graduate 
ofa German medical college, although of Eu- 
glish birth. He had been in excellent financial 
circumstances, but became poor and afflicted 
with an incurabie disease. He was a cultivated 
gentieman, and al: mourned his loss when de 
breathed his last, Feb. 26. Since the home was 
opened there have been twenty-nine patients 
accommodated with beds. Five have died and 
five have been dismissed, their friends becoming 
able to assume their support. The last funeral 
was hela Monday. ‘There are now eighteen 
patients, and there is room (for three 
more. The patients are suffering chiefly from 
chronic paralysis, consumption, and rheum- 
atisin, and thereis therefore a great deal of 
sickness at the home, but just at present gli are 
comfortable, There are no acute cases which 
require the Boustant attendance of a resident 
physician, but there are a great many cases of 
quiet, patient, bopeless suffering, and it is to 
minister to the wants of such as these that the 
home is maintained. The patients whom the 
reporter saw seemed contented, and as happy 
as people could Se under such depressing cir- 
cums'ances. On the lawn were two playing 
checkers, and the walks were marked with the 
wheels of the carriages in which the infirm 
take their exercise. Almost ali of the 
patients are able to move about and take a lit- 
tle exercise, but all are hopeless as regards real 
health, and therefore Beem to look to the home 
as a home indeed where they may spend the rest 
of their declining days. 

When a patient ata bospital is pronounced in- 
curable be is forthwith dismis to make his 
way as best he can. If he be friendiess and 
alone, poor and needy, bis infirmities will pre- 
vent bis obtaining relief or employment, and 
the poor-house becomes the 

DREADED BUT INEVITABLE RESOURCE. 
People who are willing to work but are pre- 
vented by illness which is absolutely incurable 
should not be treated as common paupers, and it 
is to minister to such as these that the home 
has been organized. It does not propose to be 
an asylum for the poor reiatives of rich people, 
but it does propose to offera home to the in- 
curable of Cook County who have no means or 
friends to sustain them. It is a private charity, 
and is doing a good and hoiy work which de- 
serves to be supported by all charitable people.

An Arizona Mining Company in the 
3 Meshes of the Law. — 

A bill was filed yesterday im the Circuit Court 
by the Arivoca Mill Company against Theodore 
H. Bryant and George T. Dalton to restrain 
them from selling 1,365 shares of the stock of 
the Arivoca Mill Companf. The bill charges 
that the company was jncorporated under the 
laws of Illinois fur operating a mill to reduce 
ores at Arivoca, Ari., with a capital of 
30,000 shares of $10 per share. A large 
amount was reserved, the proceeds of which 
were to form a working fund, and in January 
last there were 1,365 shares remaining of this 
fund. During 1881 and up to some time in Lau- 
uary Hast Theodore H. Bryant was the Acting- 
‘lreasurer of the company, but at the last-men- 
tioned time he was removed. When he left he 
carried off this reserved stock on a pretense 
that the company owed him mouey and that he 
was entitled to the stock as collateral security. 
Since then be has pledwed the stock to Dalton, 
who hus advertised that ne would sell it at pub- 
lic auction this morning at Room 
10, No. 181 Clark street, to satisfy 
advances. Tne company denies that Bryant 
has. ever bad auy right to take the 
stock as collateral security; that the par value 
of the stock is $13,650, and its market value 
about $2.50 per share, while the amount due 
Bryant is only about $50. It is further claimed 
that Bryant and Dalton are in a conspiracy to 
defraud the company out of the stock, and the 
latter theretore asked for an injunction to pro- 
vent the proposed sale.

CATTLE SHIPPING. 


A Hamane Movement in the

Car Company were to dispatch to New York a 
train of tweaty-two of their cars loaded with 
cattie, a TRIBUNE representative was sent to 
the Stock- Yards to look into the merits of the 
new car.

ANOTHER section of the star-route trials 
yesterday passed into history, Judge Jere 
Wilson concluding his three-days’ speech 
for the defense. Today comes Henkle, 
who will talk two days, and on Mon- 
day Ingersoll closes for the defense, 
to be followed by Attorney-General Brew- 
ster, who will close the case for the 
Government. The most interesting epi- 
sode, however, will be the delivery by 
Judge Wylie of the jury charge, which, un- 
less all previous indications are at fault, will 
go a long way toward clearing away the 
fog with which the lawyers for the defense 
have been struggling to becloud the minds 
of the jury, and prove more potent in the de- 
termination of the result than all the talk of 
all the lawyers combined. 


THERE is no necessity for a panic on ae- 
count of the cholera at Yokohama or in the 
Philippine Islands, though people are dying 
in the former place by hundreds and in the 
latter by thousands, but at the same time the 
news from that quarter ought to be a warn- 
ing to this country. There is a regular steam 
service between San Francisco and Yoko- 
hama and the Philippine Islands, where the 
disease is raging with terrible fatality, and 
but ashort distance south of Japan. Cholera 
has been brought here before by longer and 
more circuitous routes, and negligence upon 
the part of quarantine authorities may let it 
through the Golden Gate before they are 
aware. Once it gains a foothold it will then 
be too late. It will be the part of wisdom, 
therefore, for the authorities at San Fran- 
ciseo to be on the alert and to stamp it out if 
it makes its appearahce. The possibility of 
such a visitant ought to be a hint to our own 
authorities to clean up, for if the cholera 
should strike the city in its present condition 
of filth there would be no inducement for it 
to leave us. 


Tux early resumption of operations by all 
the iron and steel manufacturers in the Pitts- 
burg district now seems to be an assured fact. 
A district meeting is shortly to be called by 
the Amalgamated Association, the officers of 
which have for some time past refused to 
call such a meeting because of the certainty 
that it would result in the complete abandon- 
ment ot the prolonged strike. The funds 
necessary for the comfortable support of the 
strikers in idleness have not been forthcom- 
ing, and there has been much suffering and pri- 
vation among the families of the unemployed 
workmen. The strike has been a costiy, 
miserable failure, taking ‘thousands of dol- 
lars out of the pockets of the operatives, and 
only ina very slight degree injuring or dis- 
commoding the employers, who were glad of 
an opportunity to cease production for a time 
upon a falling market, and who have gained 
rather than lost by the suspension. It is the 
pitiful history over again of nearly allstrikes 
—jnaugurated at the wrong time and carried 
forward under circumstances and conditions 
such as to render ultimate success impossible. 


TWO MEMORABLE RECORDS. 

Mr. Blainein his speech at Portland in 
Maine, a few nights ago, in addressing the 
people concerning the curious combination 
of all the parties and factions which was 
now opposing the Republican party in that 
State, made a graphie and forcible presenta- 
tion of the character of the opposing parties.

2. And now at the end of these twenty- 
one years, in this blessed year ot 188”, we nud an 
oppogjon made up of two or three parties. 
Wha © they propose to do? Nothing. The 
positive’measures, the aggressive policy, the de- 
finition of the line and the metes and bounds of 
legislation have ail been taken and prescribed 
by the Republican party, and outside of it we 
bave had objecuon, and cavil, and guibdbie, and 
siander, and ail manner of dishonorable and 
mean critics following as camp-fvollowers after 
a great provession that bus gone ahead. But 
challenge any man to show that in the whole 
of the twenty-one years the Democratic party, 
and its various si je issues, like Greenback, and 
labor and otber organizations, has ever pro- 
posed a measure that was able to be material- 
ized in the form of a bill or resolve of the Con- 
gress ot the United States for the amelioration 
of any human wo or for the advancement of any 
public good. 

No man can question the fidelity of these 
records. There is no man in the land, ex- 
alted or lowly, statesman or other, who can 
show that. during those twenty-one years 
the Democratic party as a whole, or any of 
its factions, directly or indirectly, has ever 
proposed any measure or policy capable of 
being materialized in the form of an act of 
legisiation for the ameliorationof any human 
wo, or for the advancement of any public 
good. No friend, or leader, or active mem- 
ber of the Democratic party can point outin 
the record of the twenty-one years of active 
life of the country such as has been experi- 


enced since 1861, one solitary Democratic 


pose the benefit of apy human being, or the 
nuprovement or elevation of any race, nation, 
or branch of the human family. A more 
humiliating record for a party claiming the 
government of a nation of fifty millions of 
free and intelligent people is not, perhaps, to 
be found in the history of Governments. No 
merely defensive party was ever intrusted by 
auy people with supreme power, and for the 
twenty-one years that the Democratic party 
has been in the minority it has been nothing 
but a mere negative organization opposing 
everything the Republicans did without one 
thought of progress or improvement. It has 
not had a policy to propose, nor even a 
scheme to suggest. 

The country has passed through one of the 
most trying ordeals to which any nation has 
been sabjected. There have been many times 
when the people were dissatisfied with the Re- 
publican managers and Republican rule, and 


| when another party with vigorous leaders, 


capable of proposing proper remedies for ex- 
isting abuses and weaknesses, would have 
been welcomed, but that party, with such 
leaders, and broposing any remedy for any 
thing, or capable of proposing any policy for 
any purpose, was vever_fortheoming.

Twenty-one years of the most important 
period of the National life, when the N ation 
was strugglitg to preserve its existence, when 
its credit was impaired by disastrous war 
and oppressive debt, when the means of the 
people were consumed by confiscating taxa- 
tion, and the times demanded the most sacri-

ficing patriotism, the brightest intellects, and 


purty, has been in the keeping of the Republican. 


proposition even having for its object or pur- 


industrious labors of all her people! What 
was the Democratic party doing for the 
National welfare? How was it trying to re- 
lieve the Government of its burdens, lift up 
its failing credit, and maintain the National 
honor at home and abroad? It was declaring 
the War for the Union a failure, proposing 
an arinistice between the armies on the field 


that the Union might be severed in twain; 


insisting that slavery should be left undis- 
turbed; that the National bonds should be 
paid in irredeemable paper, and that the paper 
should then/be repudiated ; there was never a 

fic, proposition that did not imply 
National disunion, National dishonor, Na- 
tional repudiation, National bankruptcy, Na- 
tional disgrace, and the National preservation 
of human slavery or National peonage. As Mr. 
Blaine strongly put it, during those twenty- 
one years, while the Nation was struggling for 
existence, the Democratic party never had a 
measure of legislation to propose or a policy 
to offer “for tie amelioration of any human 
wo or for the advancement of any public 
good.“ 

What does the Democratic party of today 
propose any way different from what it has 
proposed durmg the last twenty-one years? 
The only aggressive. proposition was that 
made in 1880, when it suggested“ a tariff for 
revenue only,.“ but then, before the election 
was over its candidate repudiated that issue, 
and in so doing was joined by the other lead- 
ers of the party in a majority of the States. 
At this time the party has nothing to offer. 
One faction is for a tariff tor revenue and 
another is for protection; Voorhees and 
liendricks are at variance in Indiana; Mor- 
rison and Robinson dispute which is 
the Democratic doctrine in Lilinois. One 
faction is for prohibition and another is 
merging the Democratic into the Liquor- 
Dealers’ party. In Maine and lowa, Kansas, 
Michigan, and other States the party is 
largely inclined to greenbacks, while in New 
York and New England (outside of Maine) 
the party is for coin and specie payments. 
The Democratic party therefore today is as 
barren of principle, as desperate as to policy, 
as uncommitted to any measure that might 
be reduced to the form of an act of legisla- 
tion as it has been during the past twenty- 
one years, during which it never proposed a 
bill or resolution to “ameliorate a human 
wo or for the advancement of a public good.” 


AN HISTORICAL ROUTE. 

The battle which was fought between the 
Egyptians and the English on Tuesday last 
at Mahsam eh—a battle in which the English 
cavalry are to be credited with gallantry and 
dash of the highest order—was fought upon 
ground fraught with historical associations 
dating back to the time of the exodus of the 
Israelites. The region in which Sir Garnet 
Wolseley is now operating, between Ismailia 
and Tel-el-Kebir, which latter place Arabi 
Bey is apparently converting into an in- 
trenched camp, where he will give genera! 
battle, is the celebrated land of Goshen, so 
frequently mentioned in the Scriptgres. Tel- 
el-Kebir and Mahsameh are befleved by the 
antiquarians to be the old cities of Pithom 
and Raamses, which were built vy the Lsrael- 
ites in the days of their captivity either as 
cities to hold the treasures of the Pharavls 
or as granaries for wheat. 

The London News has made a very de- 
tailed investigation of the studies of an- 
tiquaries bearing upon the region, and some 
of its information is specially interesting. 
particularly as regards the route taken by 
the Israelites duriug the exodus. The most 
intelligent testimony now points to what is 
known as the Tumeylat route, which passes 
east from Zagazig by Tel-el-Kebir toward 
Ismailia, or directly across the ground over 
which ths English are now pressing for- 
ward, though in the opposit direction. Fifty 
miles march to the eastward would have 
brought the Israelites to the Red Sea, which, 
it is supposed, then extended up to the Bit- 
ter Lakes, which are now several miles 
north of Suez. M..de Lesseps, who has 
thoroughly studied the region, is also of 
opinion that this was the route taken by the 
Israelites instead of the Haj route, which 
ran from Cairo to Suez, and is usually given 
on Seriptural maps. 

The News also quotes quite largely from a 
paper read by Brugsch Bey at the Congress 
of Orientalists held in London in 1874 It 
may be remarked that Brugsch Bey, an 
Egyptianized German, i one of the most cel- 
ebrated of Egyptian archeologists and at 
present the curator of the famous Boulak 
Museum in Cairo, which Arabi Bey would 


like to sell to replenish his exchequers, and 


his testimony is regarded with so much con- 
fidence that it has been very generally ac- 
cepted by Biblical scholars. Brugsch Bey 
traced the route of the Israelites through this 
section very closely, and tound most of the 
places mentioned, though it will surprise 
Biblical readers to know he does nut believe 
that Pharaoh and his host perished in the 
ted Sea at all, but in the Serbonian Lake, 
east of the ancient Pelusium. “It will no 
doubt rather startie most readers,” says the 
News, “to find that the Red Sea is thus en- 
tirely left out, but the advocates of this the- 


-ory contend that the distinctive term which 


characterizes the Red Sea does not occur in 
the narrative. In the Hebrew it was called 
the Jam Suph, or ‘Sea of Weeds.“ Now, in 
the story of Pharaoh’s destruction the word 
‘suph’ (reeds) is left out, and the word for 
sea alone is used. It is only in the Song of 
Moses that it is called the Jam Suph’ (Exo- 
dus, xv., 4), and its application here Brugsch 
Bey and his followers have to assume is an 
accident.” 

The sites of Pi-beseth and Aven, both men- 
tioned by the Prophet Ezekiel, are now well 
known. The former, of which nothing is 
now left but mounds, was on or near the site 
Which Zagazig now occupies and is the key 
of the Delta railway system, as it is the point 
where the lines from Alexander, Cairo, and 
Suez meet. Avenis teliopolis, and is ver) 
near to Cairo, In its day it was a celebrated 
city, but nothing now remains of it except 
mounds and a solitary obelisk. Between 
these two places is Tel-el-Yehoodee, or the 
mound of the Jew, of which the News says: 


Onias, son of the High Priest of the Temple of 
Jerusalem, got permission from Ptolemy and 
Cleopatra to build a temple in Egypt hien 
suould be like the one in Jerusalem. Josephus 
Says it was mucb inferior. Still. such a temple 
was constructed, with priests anda service the 
Same asthe Jews were accustomed to. ‘The 
piace was Known previously as Leontopolis, and 
a temple had stood there, and a palave of Ram 
eses III. existed at it, ail of whieh was in ruius 
when Onias constructed his temple, which also 
is now gone, and nothing but mounds are left to 
mark the spot. Oniasin bis letter to Ptolemy 

uoted in favor of his groposais the prophecy in 

suiah, xix., 10— In that day shall there be an 
altar in the midst of tht land ot Exypt, and a 
pillar at the border thereof to the Lord.“ These 
words are acknowledged by Ptolemy and Cieo- 
pitra as being the inducement which caused 
them to make the grant. This temple attracted 
Jews, and there were other cities in the district 
where they predominated, but little is known 
rewarding them. 


In Ezekiel may be found the meaning of 
the phet that the young men of Aven and 
0 i-beseth shall “fall by the sword, and 
these cities shall go into captivity.”” Whether 
Ezekiel’s prophecy has been fulfilled in the 
past or not, it is likely to be now, and the 
young men of Zagazig and Heliopolis, as 
well as many another place on the old 
Israelitish route, are doomed ta fall by the 
swords of the triumphant English cavalry 
as they fell the other day at Mahsameh. 
The poet or the romencer might well find 
inspiration in the contrast which the centu- 
ries have brought between the hordes of 
Israelites wearily pressing their way over 
these sands out of captivity, and Pharaoh’s 
proud hosts, rider and horse, swallowed up 
in the “sea of reeds,” and the English army

SENATOR HARRISON’S SPEECH. 

The speech delivered by Senator Harrison 
in Indianapolis last night will commend it- 
self to general attention. Senator Larrison 
is a strong speaker. His manner is simple, 
straightforward,and matter-of-fact. He says 
what he has to say and stops. Ile knows the 
virtue of a period. 


Harrison. 


he is so frank and sincere in all that he does 
or says that the Republicans not only of In- 
diana but of the whole Northwest have 
learned to believe in him. 

The main topic of yesterday’s speech was, 
of course, the temperance question. The 
duty of the Republican party with reference 
tothe prohibitory amendments is, in the 
judgmeut of Senator Harrison, so plain that 
it is impossible for Republicans to miss the 
way. The amendments must be submitted 
ami voted upon. The will of the majority 
must be ascertained and enforced. The 
Legislature has gone so far that it is im- 
possible for any one who has respect for the 
majority to take a different view. But 
the facility of the Democratic leaders in miss- 
ing the way has been again shown in 
this instance. They bave distinctly and de- 
liberately “‘dodged” the issue. They have 
declared in favor of submitting the prmend- 
ments “according to the forms of the Con- 
stitution,” The forms of the Constitution“ 
require two successive Legislatures to pro- 
pose an amendment before it can be sub- 
mitted. Senator Harrison understands the 
resolution in the Democratic platform to 
mean, therefore, that the party is “in favor 
of submitting the amendment to the people 
if the next Legislature agrees to pass it on 
to the people.” ‘This is 4 modern instance 
of eating crow, but not hankering aft- 
er it. The Democrats are dumb as to 
what policy they will advocate in the 
Legislature. Senator Harrison pithily 
says: “The Democratic party on this 
platform may have the support, but it can- 
not have the respect, either of the liquor-men 
or the submission’ Democrats.” It is to be 
noticed, by the way, that the amendment

* More has been done,“ said Senator 


head, “by the ill-tempered and iil-judged 
action of some of the associations of liquor- 
men than by the direct adyocates of prolhibi- 
tion to promote the submission and adoption 
of these amendments.” 

‘The responsibility for the failure of Con- 
gress to reduce taxation, as Senator Harri- 
son shows, rests more upon the Democrats 
than upon the Republicans. The Democrats 
had control of the House for six years and 
of the Senate for two, yet they passed no 
radical measure in either body looking 
toward a systematic reduction of taxation. 
In reviewing the finan¢ial condition of the 
Government, the Senator said that the best 
testimony to the efficiency of the Republican 
administration in this respect was to be seen 
in “the struggle at the door of the Treasury 
for 3 per cent bonds, and the key to the won- 
der is the fact that the bonds first issued are 
to be paid last.“ 

With a trenchant rebuke of Voorhees for 
his vote in favor of the River and Harbor 
bill and his time-serving course on the tariff 
‘question, and with some mirthful allusions 
to McDonald, the Senator brought his re- 
markable speech to an end. A man who 
has preserved his liking for the Democratic 
party for forty years,” said Harrison, speak- 
ing of McDonald, must have a very fickle 
taste. Ile has not liked the same thing for 
two consecutive years, unless his affections 
stopped with the name and ignored all that 
it covered. The old Turk who married 
seven consecutive Nancys could as well 
claim that he bad lived with one wife. He 
had been true to Nancy always, but he had 
ignored the graveyard.”’ ‘ 

Senator Harrison’s speech will do good in 
Indiana. It is manly and seif-respecting. It 
is courageous and sincere. The people can 
be persuaded easier than they can be bullied 
or deceived. 


RESULTS OF “BOSS” RULE. 

There is abundant evidence that the logical 
and usually inevitable results of boss“ 
rule in politics are dissension and rupture. 
The hazardous condition of Republican con- 
trol in bothANew York and Pennsylvania to 
day is traceable entirely to the machinations 
of certain local politicians who have run the 
politics of those two States without the direct 
authority from the people. In Pennsylvania 
there is a popular protest against a continu- 
ation of the boss rule. In New York the 
bosses are quarreling among themselves. 
In both States Republican success has been 
putin jeopardy by the usurpation of powers 
which belong to the people. Senator Sher- 
man, of Ohio, was récently interviewed by a 
New York reporter, and gave the following 
clever distinction between the political meth- 
ods in vogue in New York and Pennsylva- 
nia on the one hand and in the Western 
States: 

1 look upon the controversy that grew out of 
the exposure of the condition of the custom- 
house in 1877 es the beais of the division of the 
Kepublicans in New York. That condition of 
„ss“ politics could not exist in a Western 
State for a day, because bere we work through 
cdelewates selected by the people and not bva 
machine organization. Out people never would 
and never will tolerate the selection of dele- 
gutes by ua few belonging to the clubs of the 
bosses, as bas been the case in New York and 
Pennsvivania. The parties in the West are not 
so compactly organized, Sometimes they make 
mistakes. but che conventions represent the 
people, and not the councils of bosses or 
their committees or agents. Now, Corneil is one 
of the bosses, and when a quarrel comes it is 
“rule or run.“ There can be a disatlegtion 
from the delewate conventions of the West, but 
it is not so serious or ruinous. 


The force of this statement will fully ap- 
pear when it is added that the primary meet- 
ings in New York and Pennsylvania are not 
and cannot be the expression of popular sen- 
timent, because they are conducted by clubs 
and cliques which set up their own candi- 
dates, usurp the party management, and give 
direction to every campaign. This is what 
constitutes the machine. Popular opposition 
to the machine is powerless to assert itself in 
the regular channels. It is only in the event 
of a quarrel among the machine bosses, sim- 
ilar to that now raging between Conkling 
and Cornell in New York, or by open revolt 
like that of the Independent Republicans in 
Pennsylvania that the power of the machine 
can be overcome, and then only at the risk of 
party defeat; There was a revolt in New 
York when Cornell was first a candidate for 
Governor, and 30,000 Republican votes 
were withheld from him. This defection 
would have been sufficient to defeat him 
if there had not been a serious quarrel 
among the Democratic bosses the same year 
which divided the Democratic votes. This 
year the influence of boss rule manifests 
itself in another way. There is a quarrel 
among the Republican bosses. If Cornell 
receives the nomination in spite of Conk- 
ling’s opposition, it is not unlikely that the 
latter, with the aid of Administration influ- 
ences, may knife him in seeret and turn over 
the State to the Democrats. If Conkling 
shall succeed in controihng the convention 
by having a stronger hold upon the machine 
and shall nominate a representative of his 
own interests, Cornell will certainly find 


enough of a hostile element to defeat the

EXCITING TIMES IN KEWANEE. 

Kewanee is just now passing through an 
excitement which rarely galls upon a village 
of such limited numbers, or falls with such 
force from such startling events. On the 
l4th of August a man entered the bank of 
the town and asked permission to leave a 
valise there for a short time, and the Cashier 
gave his consent. Later in the day, about 
the time for closing business, two men 
called for the valise, and at the same time 
assaulted the Cashier and his only clerk, a 
lady, and after maltreating them forced them 
into the bank vault, which they closed. In 
the meantime they carried off nearly $20,000 
in coin and bank-notes. After an interval 
the imprisoned Cashier succeeded in opening 
the vault from the inside, releasing himself 
and companion, the latter having been seri- 
ously hurt. The alarm was given and the 
robbery was announced to all parts of the 
country. After ten days or more, Pinkerton 
captured one of the robbers (Welch), finding 
him in Western New York, and on Monday 
last, with Welch iu his custody, arrested au- 
other, the Cashier, in Kewanee, and on Tues- 
day arrested the third in St. Louis. The 
arrest of the Cashier was of course an as- 
tounding disclosure to the people of Ke- 
wanee. 

In the meantime and during the week of 
the search for the bank-robbers, a farm-hand 
who had been at work in the neighborhood 
called at a farm-house near the village: 
lere he found a lady alone, and after some 
delay he brutally murdered her by blows 
and by pistol-shots, robbed the house of some 
money, and departed, but_some hours later 
joined in the search for the murderer, the 
body of the murdered lady having been 
found. He was subsequently arrested on 
suspicion, and finally on Monday confessed 
his crime. The discovery of this atrocity, 
together with the arrest and confession of 
the murderer, happening at-the same time as 
the discovery and arrest of the bank-robbers, 
naturally has given Kewanee an excitement 
that rarely falls to the iot of a rural town. 
The existing excitement is intensified by the 
apprehension that the murderer may be 
hanged by the people of the county without 
waiting for the formality of a judicial trial. 


WHERE THE ASSESSMENTS ARE GOING. 

It is stated in the dispatches that Mr. L. C. 
Houk, member of Congress from the Knox- 
ville district of Tennessee, is now in Wash- 
ington for the purpose of securing financial 
aid from the Congressional Campaign Com- 
mittee for the prosecution of his canvass. 
The situation in Mr. Houk’s district is pecul- 
iar. For more than thirty years it has not 
sent a Democrat to Congress. It was a 
strong Union district before the War, and 
has been uniformly Republican since. In 
1880 it gave Houk a majority of 8,000, He 
represented the district also in the Forty- 
sixth Congress. 

Of late there has been much dissatisfac- 
tion with Huuk among certain of his con- 
stituents. He caused the removal by Presi-

WHO OWN THE NATIONAL BANKS? 

‘Those who are in the habit of denouncing 
the National-bank system as a monopoly in 
the hands of capitalists will do well to 
glance over the following paragraph, in 
which a correspondent of the New York 
Tribune furnishes an analysis of the owner- 
Ship of some ot the leading banks of that 
city: 

A few days ago I went into the Bank of Com- 
merce, New York City, and requested the Cash- 
ier, Mr. Sherman, to give me the number of 
women and the number of estates that are 
stockholders in that bauk. It has 1,829 sharehold- 


ers, who bold an average of nearly $2,733 eaca. 
Five hundred and thirty-one hold teo shares 


. and under, each. Seven hundred and seventy- 


eight women bold $1,300,600 of stock, more than 
one-quarter of the $5,000,000 capital of the bank; 
and estates bold 154 shares. 

The Cashier of the Bank of New York Nation- 
al Banking Association gave me the following 
interesting facts asto the sharehoiders in that 
old bank—the oldest in the State: Its capital is 
$2,00u,U00, divided into 20,000 shares; 247 women 
own $701,500, more than one-third of its stock: 
B trustees own $205,000; 19 charitable associa- 
tions own $120,500; and 251 men own $973,000 of 
its stock. And alhogether, women, trustees, and 
cbaritable organizations, own 10,270 of the 20,000 
shares of stock in this bank. 

‘Pwo years ago last spring I counted the num- 
ber of women who were stockboiders in the 
American Exchange Bank io the City ofe New 
York; and of the 1.500 stockholders 457 were 
women. In all tne banks of the land, in city and 
country, the amen, guardians, executors, ad- 
ministratora, trustees, and estates are very 
large stockholders; and generally you will find 
that the oldest banks have the most women 
stockhoiders, They are the ** bloated bondhold- 
ers“ whom the cemagogs in and out of Con- 
gress denounce as mono alists who are robboing 
the people. 


It may be safely assumed that the shares 
of the older National banks everywhere are 
distributed in much the same way. When 
banks are first started the-stock is naturally 
taken tp by men who have loanable capital, 
and think they can make a better use of it 
by combination with other loanable capital 
in the banking business than by individual 
management But change in investments 
and distribution of estates gradually increase 
the number of shareholders, and inelude 
women and young people of moderate means 
who cannot fairly be denounced as “ bloated 
capitalists.“ There are few investments 
which offer at once so large a rate of profit 
and so good a security as stock in an hon- 
estly managed bank. The National sy 
tem affords a certain protection to 
the shareliolder—not so absolute, it is 
true, as that which the  noteholder 
enjoys, but surer than most corporate 
interests—and henee the small owners are 
disposed to retain their holdings. One of 
the most valuable features of the new Bank 
act, which was passed at the late session of 
Congress in spite of Democratic opposition, 
is that it prevents the reorganization of old 
banks without preserving the rights of the 
minority and the smaller owners in the old 
institutions. This distribution of ownership 
is and will always be a strong support to the 
National system. It is a natural outgrowth 
of a system which is regarded as permanent, 
andin the future the shares in National 
banks may be expected to take the place to 
some extent of National bonds as popular 
investments. The shares which are distrib- 
uted among women, minors, charitable in- 
stitutions, and trust funds will grow in num- 
ber and importance with the life of the sys- 
tem, and such ownership will procure from 
the people greater favor, and from the Gov- 
ernment greater care for the National bank- 
ing institutions, 


Tur scene of the military operations now 
about to begin from Ismailia is none other, 
says the New York Tribune, than the land of 
Goshen. The very names sent over the wires 
may be found in Murray's guide-book and the 
Book of Numbers.

Many of the ancient canals in this part 
of Egypt were undoubtedly constructed by the 
Israelites. who were compelled to serve pre- 
cisely in the same way in nien Ismail, the late 
K bedive, employed the forced labor of the fel- 
laheen in constructing his modern canals. The 
route through which Sir Garnet Wolseley enters 
Egypt crosses that by which the Children of 
Israel left it on the journey to the Red Sea.

THE WAR. 
AFTER THE BATTLE. 

IewarttA, Aug. 30.—The Lritish have now 
pearly established a line of communication 
with Tel-el-Kebir. A railway along the route is 
nearly completed, and several trains have al- 
ready been sent forward. Gen. Wolseley and 
his entire army are marehing to the front. 

It is believed that Arabi Pasha brought up bis 
infantry by tram from Kafr-el-Dwar for the at- 
tack on the British at Kassasin Lock. The Brit- 
jab artillery tire was most effective, and prevent- 
ed the enemy from advancing in close order as 
they apparently at first intended. The loose 
formation of the enemy æuve an opportunity to 
the cavairy. The Life Guards caused fearful 
havoc amo the scattered fugitives. A train 
of the wounded Britisn is now on its way to 
Ismailia. 

The official report of Gen. Lowe regarding the 

of the cavalry at Kassassin confirms the 
fect already printed. He says that after the 
charge the ground was strewn witb the bodies 
of dead Egyptian infautry. After praising the 
rallantry of the Household Cavalry Gen. Lowe 
adds that their excellent behavior is at all times 
op a par with it. 

Gen. Woiseley states that the enemy are now 
throwing up works in front of Kassassin. 

Gen. Wolseley telegraphs from his cavalry 
headquarters, Mahsameh Camp, Tuesday that 
only the Household Cavalry and the Sevwgpth 
Dragoon Guards were seriously engaged in the 
fight at Kassassin Lock. The former bad three 
troopers killed aud eight wounded. Maj. Town- 
end receiveda sabre cut. The Guards had 
two troopers wounded. 

The British did not anticipate the recent at- 
tack. Tpe result shows that we are ready for 
anything. 

It is reported that the enemy bas fied to Tel- 
el-Kebir. 

Our positions remain much as they were, but 
the cavairy have advanced afew miles on the 
extreme right. | 

A correspondent describes the scene of the 
eavairy charge at Kassassin Lock as follows: “I 
found two acres thickly strewn with corpses of 
the enemy. Some of our cavalry were still 
seeking our dead and wounded. 
Guardsmen were so mutilated that they were 
quite unrecognizable. Their faces were borri- 
bly gasbed. One of the men had one band com- 
pletely severed from the arm and the 
other hand nearly so, and one of his 
eyes was scooped from the socket. The 
hands of another body were just banging 
to the wrists by pieces of flesh and some sinews.

A Grand Day at the Encampment at 
Grand Island, Neb.

Camp Lyon, GRAND IsLanv, Neb., Aug. 30.—

evening that an authoritative contradic- 
tion of the rumor was received. in the 
absence of definit information many feared 
the worst and the news of his safety will be re- 
ceived with jey by all his friends. It seems, 
however, thatat least one Chicago man has 
fallen a victim to a Mexican murderer. August 
Arck, anephew of Mr. Hesing, and associated 
with him in mining evterprises, appears accord- 
ing to the latest advices to bethe victim, as 
shown by the following telerram: 

Tucson, Ari., Aug. 30.—The Star's spgciai ad- 
vices from Magdalena, Sonora, say that the 
victim of the murder perpetrated at Ruucuo 
Gabilan was a nephew of A. C. Hesing. At the 
time the murder was committed Mr. 
Hesing was at the mine awaiting 
the. arrival of his nephew with the 
money for which he had been dispatched to Her- 
musilla. The foung man, August Arck, was shot 
from behind, it is supposed by his servant. The 
indications are that several persons were en- 
gaged in the homicide. The murderer bas not 
been arrested. The Star’s courier who brought 
the news to the nearest teiegraph station trav- 
eled 126 miles in thirty-two hours, : 

The safety of Mr. Hesing is assured still 
further dy information received from Los 
Augeles to the following effect: 

Los ANGELES, Aug. 0. — H. Barting, of Guay- 
mas, mining partner of Mr. Hesing, who arrived 
jn this city today, says the reported kiiling of 
Mr. Hesing is a canurd. He left Hesing but a 
few days ago miles away from the scene of 
the murder. He says the report grew out 
of the killing by the Apaches of two men named 
Chard and Noble, whom Hesing had sent to 
Guaymas to procure money to pay off his hands. 
Barting further denies the stories in circulation 
in reference to a revolution in Sooora. He says 
the Goverument bas merely calied out troops to 
suppress the Apaches. 

August Arck was about 27 years of age and 
was boru in the Grand Duchy of Oldenbery. 
His mother, now deceased, was a sister of Mr. 
A. C. Hesing. Arck came to this country when 
a boy and settled in Ghicago. He worked 
some time in Farwell's wholesale house, and 
aisv filled positions in the County Clerk's office 
and at the County Poor-Farm at Jetferson. His 
only immediate relative in Chicago is a brother 
employed by a Washington street firm, Mr. 
Arck was a singic man, but it is understood that 
he was engaged to be married to a young Ger- 
man lady of this city.

BEEF FROM CHICAGO 


Causing a “Beef” from Baltimore. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. 30.—A meeting of the 
butchers of Baitimore was held tonight to take 
measures to compete against the Western 
slaughtered beef now coming to this city.

It is argued 
that the second-class rates should be alike by all 
the routes, because a man purchasing a second- 
class ticket knows that ne has to put up with in-

Railway building in the United States has pro- 
ceeded during the last month with extraordinary 
vigor, and our record for the past tour weeks 

reseuts even a greater aggregate of new track 

aid than was ever before reported for a similar 

riod in the history of e country. The fol- 
owing table shows the number of miles of main 
track—not including side-track or additional 
tracks—laid, or of which we received informa- 
tion as having been laid, during the month of

This summary shows an increase, therefore, 
for a single month, of no less than 1,274 miles of 
new main track laid upon seventy different 
lines in thirty-two of the States and Territories. 
This exceeds by more than 300 miles the large 
increase of mileage wich we reported for July, 
which it was thought would not prooably again 
be equaled. After making some slight correc- 
tions in previously-reported figures and de- 
ducting mileage which proved to have been 
laid in the previous year, we have now a record 
of no less than 7,045 miles of new track laid on 
238 lines thus far in 1882—a period of 
eight montbs. There still remain four months. 
three of which are likely to be very favorable to 
railway construction, and if the average for the 
past eight months is maintained the new mile- 
age added during 1882 will be over 10,500 miles, 
while if the average of the last few months is 
continued it will be considerably greater even 
than this! Of the seventy roads reported upon 
in August, thirty bad uot previously iaid any 
track this year. The number of lines on which 
tracklaying has been in progress this year and 
is still unfinished is not fur from 200. so that 
there is reason to expect a large addiaon to the 
new mileage before the year ends.

This Light Penalty Awarded an Indian- 
lan Who Killed a Man under Exten⸗ 
uating Circumstances.

The latter, maddened with rage and 
pain, rushed to his room, and, arming himeeif, 
returned and shot Knapp, the latter having no 
warning and dying instantiy. In point of law 
there is a hair-splitting technicality whether or

A Small Town Torn Up by a 
Murder and a Bank 
Robbery. 

The Pinkerton] Detectives Capt- 
ure the Assasin and the 

~ Robbers. 


Rapid Confessions Made by the 
Prisoners—Part of the Booty 
Recovered. 


Both Prisoners Remanded to Jail at 
Cambridge, the County 
Seat. 


The excitement at ‘Kewance over one of the 
most dastardly murders ever committed, imme- 
diately preceded by as bold and daring a bank 
robbery as was ever blamed upon the James 
brothers, is fortunately ended for the present. 
The prisoners, Makisson, the murderer, Weich, 
the bank robber, and Pratt, the scheming de- 
faulter in the bank's employ, were cach safely 
removed from the jail to the town-hall, and 
thence after a-short preliminary examination 
which each of, them waived, were removed in 
wagons twenty miles across the country to Cam- 
bridge, the seat of Henry County. A very large 
ana boisterous crowd bad hung about the jail 
ever since Makisson's incarceration, and Mon- 
day when it Was reported that Welch had been 
quietiy transferred to the jail and assigned to 
the same cell as the murderer, threats 
were openly made of lynching them. 
Yesterday morning when Makisson was 
about to be arraigned an excited 
crowd of some 1,500 people were gathered about 
the town-hall, ana when the prisoner appeared 
in charge of the officers the most intense pas- 
sion was exhibited. Rushes were made towards 
him, and cries of “Haag him! went out trom 
every throat. The police stood their ground 
bravely, and the mob was nally pre- 
vailed upon to listen to District-Attorney 
Milchrist and other lawyers present, who pointed 
out to them the sheer folly of taking the law 
into their own hands in sucha case. The guilty 
wretch bad coniessed; hanging bad no terrors 
for him, for be realized that his dastardly crime 
was punishable by death; and it was infinitiy 
better to let the aw take its course. Ihe crowd, 
although they did not disperse, became very 
much quietér, and made only a slight demon- 
stration when the prisoner again appeared on 
his way to the county jail. 

The story of the murder has already appeared, 
also the bare outline of Makissou's confession. 
The credit of the arrest belougs to the neighbors 
of the murdered woman, one of whom recol- 
lected that the morning of the murder Makisson 
got out of a wagon at the turnpike below the 
Copeland farm-house, and, instead of going to 
Cole's house, where Be was stopping, took the 
other road up to Copeland's. hile the search 
for the murderer was being prosecuted this per- 
sou happened to ask Makisson what time be was 
at Copeland's, and the manner in which the 
question was put carried witht it the informa- 
tion that he had been seen guving there. 

TAKEN SO COMPLETELY BY SURPRISE, 
the fellow biurted out that it must have been 
about II o'clock. Subsequent developments 
made it clear that the murder was committed 
between 10 and 11, and Makisson, who all the 
while was one of the most active searchers, was 
himself taken into custody. A short time after 
be was identified by a nero who bad seen bim 
suspiciously dodge back into a coru- Held near 
the Copeland residence, as if to avoid being 
recognized. Blood was found upon his clothing 
ut bis boarding- house, and it was remembered 
that at noon ou the bioody day he wasbed him- 
self. changed bis clothing, ate his dinner, aud 
then walked in the direction of Copeland's. A 
pretty strong cause bad already been made out 
against him whenthe Piukertons were called 
into requisition, but the work done by them is 
none the less valuable and deserving of men- 
tion. Monday it was given out, even in the 
Chicago papers, that the bank-robber Welch 
had iett for Kewanee, when in fact Welch did 
not leave until the following noon. A plan had 
been formed of getting a detective personating 
Welch into the same cell with the murderer for 
the purpose of eliciting a confession from bim. 
The operative intrusted with che job went to 
Gaiva, where be met Mr. Milctrist, the District- 
Attorney, and Mr. Pierce, one of the bauk offi- 
cialis, and was driven by them over to Kewa- 
nee, where he was quietly placed in 
jail with Makisson. It was then giveu out all 
over town that Welch had arrived and was in 
the same cell with the murderer. The operative 
was given twenty-four hours for his under- 
taking; in less than eighteea he sent for Lieut. 
Matt Pinkerton, who visited him in the jail 
and represented himself as a lawyer. 
and by reviously arranged signals 
tne udo Weich made known 
that the murderer had confessed. After talking 
about the bank robbery uwhile, Lieut. Pinker- 
ton conversed with Makisson, and was engaged 
us bis attorney, whereupon be repeated to him 
the confession be bad made during the night to 
the detective. He was very well acquainted 
with his victim, having known her in Obio. 
He visited the house ut 10 o'clock in the 
morning, and was asked to chop some wood. He 
did so, and currying it into the house dumped it 
into a small wood-box near the stove. Ketain 
ing a piece of piank about two feet long in his 
band, he waited until she stooped over to pick 
up a piece of the wood to put in the stove, 
when be dealt her a stunning blow on the back 
of the bead. She ran into an adjoining 
room, begging for her life, and telling him to 
keep away trom her. He feigned innocence, 
saying On! Maggie, I wouldn’t burt you for 
the worid; I didn’t mean to hurt you,“ until he 
got close enough to deal her another heavy 
blow. Then, as she was trying to get at a wire- 
screen door, be shot her twice, and she fell 
forward through the door, and, striking her head 
upona stake in the door-yard, died instantly. 
He is unable to offer an explanation for the 
crime, and protests that he cannot reason out io 
bis own mind why ee have committed it. 
He knew 

THERE WAS MONEY IN THE HOUSE, 
and that was undoubtedly his incentive, but, as 
he says bimseif, he might have got away with 
that easily enough without killing 
Mrs. Copeland. Seeing that 
dead he went across the 
shortly returned, and breaking open the trunk 
got possession of the money, and also a small 
sum in a pocketbook stowed away in the clock, 
making about $90 in all, and this be buried near 
the road on the opposit side of the rye- held. 
The officers were unable from his 
description to locate the spot, and 
Tuesday afternoon Makisson was taken 
from the jail, and easily induced to go and point 
out the spot. The entire afternoon of the mur- 
der he was possessed of an irresistible desire to 
see the body of his victim, and he 
went back to the house two or Ahree 
separate times for the purpose of view- 
ing it. She bad never wronged him in 
any way, but had constantly befriended him, 
and no one has yet been able to reason out why 
he killed her, or why, after killing her, he made 
so little endeavor to conceal nis crime, and no 
attempt to get away from the scene of it. 
His is certainly a peculiar organism 
in more ways than ‘oue. As ne 
was being taken from the town-hall to 
the wagon prepuratory to the trip to Cam- 
bridge, he turned to Lieut. Pinkerton and asked 
that the mob might be let bave him; that he de- 
served to die, was not afraid to die, and would 
as lief die at their hands then as six 
months later upon a properly constructed 
gallows. He was not aware of the 
speeches made to the incensed crowd, and fully 
expected that it was their determination to 
seize and hang him, but he steeied his courage 
for the ordeal, and at no time betrayed half as 
much emotion us the oflicers responsible for his 
keep. 
THE DEVELOPMENTS IN THE BANK ROBBERY 
yesterday were few and unimportant. The indig¢- 
nation aroused by the arrest of so exemplary 
and highiy admired young man as Mr. 
Pratt very suddenly subsided when it 
became noised about that this paragon 
of early manhood had not only made full con- 
fession to the important part be had taken in 
the conspiracy to rub the bank, but had vol un- 
turily accompanied the Pinkertons to bis 
father’s house, and, taking off ‘his coat and roll- 
ing up dis sbirt-sleeves, bad taken a 
shovel and dug down some three feet 
until he exposed to view a bag containing 
$6,000 in goid coin—a portion of the amouut 
which he had previously alleged to have been 
stolen by the robbers. Then those who were 
loudest in their execrations of the Pinkertous 
and most active in attempts to excite popular 
indigvation against them changed their tunes. 
and only exclamations of astunishment and ex- 
pressions of the sympatby for the young man’s 
family were to be heard on ail sides. Even the 
bank officiali, who bad been damned the uigut 
before, were praised for their faithfulness to 
the public trust and for their courage in caus- 
ing the principal couspirutor's arrest, Pratt, it 
will be remembered, had always denied kuowing 
Weich, but about the ftirst evidence which 
came into the handsof the Pinkertous were 
five telegrams which bad been received by 
Welch from Pratt previous to the robvery, and 
which showed conciusively that Welch bad vis- 
ited Kewanee at leasttwo or three times be- 
tore for the purpose of doing the job, but on 
each occasion found it necessary to defer it. 
When Welch's capture was announced a 
watch was set upon Pratt, as it was 
feared he might La | town. Late 
Monday night ne was arrested by Lieut. Pinker- 
ton. He maintained bis composure and made a 
sturdy denial of every charge brought against 
him until Tuesday afternoon, wheu be broke 
down, and made confessions and signed written 
statements to both the bank officials and the 
detectives. The money which he restored 
was not stolen by the robbere, but was taken 
by him from the bank and buried on 
the Sunday night preceding the ropbery. He 
did the work alone, and in so neat a manner that

found had he not revealed its- hiding-place. 
Some portions of bis confession are full. of in- 
terest, especially to the good people of Kewanee

For instance, after he relates how the tobbery 
was consummated and Welch was about to 
leave with the —— without having made 
any attack upon him other than to Pate mec he 
called him back and said, Hit me! Hit me on 
the head! Make a mark; I must have a mark,” 
whereupon Weich turned and struck bim several 
times on the head, but they were love-taps only, 
and left but slight woun Appreciating this 
he bumped his head several times purposely 
against the closed door of the vault, and, in this 
manner caused the contusions afterwards no- 
ticed about his bead. Miss Palmer was 
unconscious from the beating she had re- 
ceived, and while she was in this con- 
dition he aided Weich and his companion 


in finding the money and heaping it into 


the valise. He confesses that Welch came to 
Kewanee several times before to commit the 
job, but each time either the Cashier or some of 
the officials were in or about the bank, or there 
was not enough money in the vault. or some- 
thing else hindered. signal given Welch 
that all was ready was y ‘means 
of a “Bank Open — Bank Shut” card 
which hung on the front door. When he 
went out to get a cup of water be hung this card 
askew, and Welch and his ae! <ogger yo who were 
across the street, recognized the signal, and as 
soon as he returned to the bank called for the 
valise. He sent Miss Palmer to the door, 
and then went into the vault 80 that 
he might not witness the brutal 

tack made upon der. The ruffians 
migused her shamefully, smotheri ber cries 
prior to the application of the gag by choking 
her and stuffing a rat into her mouth, and final- 
ly wound up by seizing her by the hair of the 
head and bumping her bead against the stone 
tioor ot the vault until she became unconscious. 
The story about Pratt taking the screws 
out of the lock with a ten-cent 
silver piece was all gammon, of cou 
Both the lock and the screws had been . — 
tor the purpose, and even a paper-weight had 
been put into the vauit for use in destroying all 
evidence that the lock had been previously 
tampered with. But sweeping as the confession 
is in its character it is not yet complete, and the 
detectives are not yetdone. Neitber Pratt nor 
Welch will give information as to where the re- 
mainder of the money may be found, or who the 
other man is. Upon Weich was found 83,500 or 
thereabouts; $300 in silver in the ca t-bag 
found in the field where the robbers left it be- 
cause itwas too heavy tocarry: and $6,000turned 
up by Pratt, making a total of $9,800, where- 
as the amount lost and missed from the bank 
is fixed at $19,700. Welch says there was uo such 
amount taken; that the fourth man got less than 
himseif. This arouses the suspicion that Pratt 
has heen tampering with his accounts, was 
perhaps a defaulter, and that the robbéry was 
planned to cover up all evidence of the defalca- 
tion. It was arranged that he should resign his 
place in a few months and then begin 
the study of dentistry. It is now believed that 
this was only a blind; that he intended, if he, 
got sately off with the cash, to skip out to parts 
unknown as soon thereafter as the opportunity 
was offered. At the preliminary examination 
yesterday W. K. Ladd appeared for both prison- 
ers, and they were sent to jail in default of $12,- 
000 bail each. 


DR. J. S. SCOTT, THE Sr. LOUIS DENTIST, 

arrested for complicity in the robbery, arrived 
in this.city yesterday, and was closeted during 
the day with Supt. Warner, of Pinkerton’s 
Agency. He is a young man only 23 years of 
age, but recently married. and halle originally 
from Princeton, III., where 4 few 
years ago he was first introduced 
to Weich by F. A. Moore. The Doctor is ee 4 
poker-player, and was introduced by eich 
over a game of cards to Pratt. The trio then 
formed a poker syndicate, and “ skinned” near- 
ly everybody about town. Dr. Scott, copying 
after both the others, makes full confession to 
everything. Pratt was not the sucker be bas 
been depicted, but on the contrary was generaliy 
the one to stand or sit behind either himself or 
Welch and furnish the tips“ on the ower fel- 
lows’ hands. He was above suspicion, of 
course. In this way a number of Ke- 
wanee sports were done out of their 
money. It was greea for gold, downright 
avarice, Dr. Scott claims, that brought Pratt 
into all his troubles, and not bis losses at 
gambling. The forged checks were proposed 
by Pratt. He, the Doctor, furnished the checks, 
Pratt wrote or rather traced in from the signa- 
ture-book in the bank the name ot 
a Neponset butcher named Sharp, 
Welch presented the check. Pratt took good 
care not to cash the checks himself. He sig- 
naled Weich one day when the rg@rular baok 
Cusbier was present,and the latter entering 
presented the check and asked tor a certificate 
of deposit. Naturally under the circumstances 
the check was not closely scrutinized, and the 
certificate issued. As soon as the Cashier 
left Welch reöntered and got the certiticate 
cashed by Pratt, and that same night the trio 
divided the money, an amount somewhere in 
the neighborhood of $1,500. Dr. Scott denies 
having taken any part in the robbery, and can 
show that he was not out ot St. Louis on that 
day, but he acknowledges having been 
one of the original coospirators, and was 
to: have assisted Weich in the robbery 
had he not peremptworily refused two weeks be- 
fore to have anything to do with the scheme. 
He got no share of tne spoil, but was cognizant 
all the while of the facts, and is therefore to be 
held as an accessory before and after the fact, 
and will be taken to. Kewanee for trial 
today. He maintains that Pratt was the 
head and front of the entire alfair. and that 
Welch and himself were eaticed into the scheme 
by bis repeated assurances that there was no 
chance for their apprebension. 
The exemplary Pratt is a Sunday-schoo!l teach- 
er, a member of a church choir, a leader in Ke- 
wanee society, and engaged tc be married to the 
handsomest, wealthiest, and best belle of 
Kewanee. His father served with distinction 
throughout the War, is well off, and has for 
years been the Postmaster at Kewanee. His 
mother is unfortunately an invalid. and but 
little able to withstand so severe a shock as the 
total demolition of her son's character. 

Detective W. A. Pinkerton and Lieut, Pinker- 
ton arrived home last evening§completely tired 
out. They speak very highly of the services 
rendered by Sheriff Goodall. District-Attorney 
Müchrist. and Messrs. Blish and Pierce of the 
bank Directory. 


ADDITIONAL DETAILS BY WIRE.

KEWANEE, III., Aue. 30.—Today bas been an- 
other exciting day in this little piace, and this 
evening there is the calm which follows the 
storm. Atan early hour this morning the farm- 
ers from the surrounding country began coming 
in, and by s o'clock the usually quiet streets 
were filled with men and teams. The men 
gathered about on the sidewalks and in the sa-

and many threats were breathed against the 
murderer and the bank-robber, but the crowds 
were orderly, and there was no demonstration ur 
disturbance. The feeling agaifist young Pratt, 
the Assistant Cashier, who was arrested at the 
instance of Pinkerton’s men, has changed con- 
siderably. At tirst the report that he had been 
implicated in the robbery was discredited, as he 
was a great favorit here with ail classes; but 
when he told Detective W. A. Pinkertoa that he 
would tind $6,000 in gold buried io his yard, and 
when it was dug up last night peuple began 
TO BELIEVE IN HIS GUILT. 

His poor mother has been prostrated by the 
cruel blow, and is now lying quite ill in conse- 
quence. No sympathy for the erring young 
man is heard now. 

About 9 o'clock this morning Sylvanus Makis- 
son, the man who killed Mrs. Copeland, at a 
farm- house near here, and who confessed to one 
of Pinkerton’s men, Was brought up before 
Judge North for preliminary examiuation. He 
at once waived examination, was burried into a 
buggy, and driven off toward Cambridge, the 
county-seat, to be jailed to await trial. A large 
crowd was in front of the court-room, and it 
any one had given the word the man would have 
been strung up to the nearest tree. 
no one appeared willing to take the 
initiative, and the officers were allowed to drive 
off unmolested with their man. Asa precau- 
tion two or three hack-loads of men accompan- 
ied the buggy as a guard some distance on the 
road. The feeling against Makisson was in- 
tense. It is a wonder that he was not lyoched. 
His brother, who is Station Agent at Warsaw, 
called on bim before his departure, but was not 
allowed to have any conversation with him. 
Later in the day Welch and Pratt were brought 
up and waived examination.

Stocks opened at an advance. The market 


was not specially active, and this advance was, 


unaccompanied by any news of importance. 
Western Union was affected by the revived re- 
port tnat the English cable king, John Pender, 
was on the point of closing an alliance with Mr. 
Gould that would cause 100.000 shares of the 
stock to be absorbed by Euglish investors. 
Money was manipulated in the afternoon, and 
the prices of stock were unfavorably affected. 
But the final quotations showed that there wasa 
great deal of strength in the market, and New 
York advides predicted a strong opening, and 
volunteered the advice that on such an opening 
the market would be a good sale for a turn. 

Chicago operators have been buying steadily 
this week. 

The New York banks generally advanced their 
rates on call loans to 6 per cent. 

The Kiernan News-Letter said a prominent 
Broadway house stated that the advance was 
wholly on the impression that the boud call 
would bring a large amount of money into the 
Street, Close observers say the market acts as

decline. Operators who have been bearish are 


divided. One class affirms that money will be- 


come tight, gold will be shipped, and the market 
will be driven lower.

Mr. Sage sold privi- 
leges on Wabash with the put side near the 
market on favorable terms, inducing further 
buying. It is understood that the Missouri Pa- 
cific Company is giving Wabash a very large 
amount of business. The tonnage last week 
was 1,000 cars heavier than for the correspond- 
ing week last year. The Wabash line is com- 
pleted to Des Moines. This gives Wabash al- 
most an air line from Des Moines to St. Louis; 
also a direct tlirough line to the East. The road 
bas been completed northwest from Des Moines 
to Fonda, and grading has been finished 
almost to Spirit Lake. The connection at Des 
Moines is important in that it unites the north- 
western brauch with the main line. 

Traffic on the Richmond & Danville§ system is 
showing a large increase. Warehouses at West 
Point are crowded with freight, and activity is 
reported all along the line. The advance in 
rates Sept. 1 will make net earnings much 
larger than heretofore, and conseryative judges 
of these properties expect to see Richmond & 
Danville and Terminal reach high figures this 
fall. Those who sold short during the decline 
found difficulty in getting back even a small 
portion of the stock.
